FRG'S SCHMIDT NOTES U.S. STANCE ON ARMS TALKS

[Text] Bonn, November 17 (XINHUA)--West German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
said today the United States has accepted the Bonn-advocated "zero option" 
as a target for the upcoming Geneva talks with the Soviet Union on the 
limitation of nuclear missiles. 


He said in a television interview that the Federal Government of Germany holds 
the view that "the land-based medium-range missiles in East and West Europe 
should be reduced to zero, none on either side. This is the negotiating 
position the Americans have adopted after long talks with us." 


"We were last in consultation with the Americans on this question last night," 
Schmidt said, adding that the United States also had consultation on its 
position with other allies in the North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 


West German spokesman Kurt Becker said Schmict told his cabinet in advance today 
that the U.S. position includes three main points: 


--The United States will seek the removal of Soviet SS-20s in return for non- 
deployment in five West European countries o: 108 Pershing II and 464 cruise missiles. 


--The United States also will insist that priority should be given to an agreement 
on ground-based missiles, including the new Soviet SS-22 and SS-23 missiles. 


--The U.S. has decided to drop the expression "theater nuclear forces" to describe 
medium-range missiles. 


Schmidt said he will explain his proposal once again to Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev who will visit West Germany next week. However, he warned that the two 
superpowers were bound to have different views. 


Bonn expected the Geneva talks, scheduled to start November ¥ "to be long and 
difficult.” Becker said West Germany would begin to deploy U.S. missiles at the 
end of 1983 or the beginning of 1984 unless an accord is reached in Geneva by 
the summer of 1983.

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FRG'S SCHMIDT COMMENTS ON ‘ZERO OPTION PROGRAM’

[Text] Bonn, November 18 (XINHUA)--The tenth regular consultation between 
Britain and West Germany ended here today. 


The consultation which is held twice a year centered on the East-West 
relations, arms contro] and the problems faced by EEC. 


A DPA dispatch said West German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt had briefed British 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher about what he planned to tell the Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev during his coming visit to West Germany. 


In his remarks at a luncheon he hosted for Mrs Thatcher, Schmidt said he 

would hold talks with Brezhnev after close consultations with Bonn's 

allies. He said, "We would make it clear during the talks that we and our 
Western allies want to cuntinue a policy of cooperation,” but, "we would 

also clearly declare that the deployment of American medium-range missiles 

in Western Europe would begin at the end of 1983 if the (U.S.-U.S.S.R.) talks 
do not lead to a bilateral agreement on arms reduction and its ceiling. We 
would work, with more efforts, for the realization of the zero option program." 


The "zero option program” means that all intermediate nuclear weapons in 
Europe should be dismantled: the United States should abandon NATO's plan for 
nuclear arms modernization while the Soviet Union should withdraw its SS-20 
missiles ae well as SS-4 and SS-5 missiles deployed earlier. 


In a joint communique issued after their talks, Schmidt and Mrs Thatcher 
stressed that both countries would make contributions to their common defense. 
ihey urged for a low-level balance of military forces between East and West. 


They also expressed the hope to strengthen their bilateral relations and to 
coordinate their positions in their efforts to realize the integration of 
Europe and NATO's collective security. 


On the same day, West German ministers in charge of economy, finance, defense 
and agriculture also held talks with their British counterparts.

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WEST EUROPE WELCOMES REAGAN ARMS PROPOSAL

[Text] Brussels, November 19 (XINHUA)--The United States’ West European allies 
have welcomed and supported President Ronald Reagan's new proposal for the 
reduction of U.S. and Soviet strategic nuclear missiles and conventional arms 
in Europe, according to news reports received here today. 


Italian Prime Minister Gicvanni Spadolini told LA STAMPA Wednesday that the 
U.S. proposal means the Reagan administration has accepted the views of 
European governments and their goal to consolidate the relationship between 
Europe and the United States has been attained. 


"In face of the newly emerging tension on the international area,” he added 
"it is essential to consolidate Euro-American relations and to establish a 
premise for a genuine partnership on both sides of the Atlantic.” 


Max Van Der Stoel, Dutch foreign minister, said Reagan's endorsement of the 
"zero option" was "a terrific step forward" in total agreement with the Dutch 
view. However, he warned that NATO must not renounce its theater nuclear 
forces modernization plan, if the Soviet Union does not accept Reagan's 
proposal “to dismantle its big numbers of nuclear missiles." 


Belgian Foreign Minister Charles-Ferdinand Nothomb said Reagan's offer to 
negotiate on strategic long-range weapons was in line with Belgium's long- 
held views. 


A spokesman for the Spanish Foreign Ministry described Reagan's proposal as 
"important, positive and solid.” 


Joseph Luns, secretary general of NATO, called Reagan's statement "a historical 
initiative." 


Luns discussed the upcoming Geneva talks on the reduction of medium-range 
nuclear weapons systems in Europe with U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
earlier this week in Washington. He said if the Geneva talks fail, the Soviet 
Union would be at fault.

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UK, FRG REACT ‘WARMLY’ TO U.S. DISARMAMENT CALL

[Text] Bonn, November 19 (XINHUA)--Britain and West Germany have reacted 
swiftly and warmly to U.S. President Ronald Reagan's new call to Moscow to 
limit the arms race around the world. 


In a speech to the National Press Club in Washington earlier yesterday, 

U.S. President Reagan said he had sent a letter to Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev 
proposing reductions in U.S. and Soviet strategic forces and in nuclear 

missiles and conventional arms in Europe. 


British Prime Minister Mrs. Thatcher, who had just ended a day-long summit in 
Bonn with West German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, told reporters that both 

Schmidt and herself “warmly welcome the presidential intention to seek massive 
nuclear disarmament in Europe. This is a most important initiative and I believe 
it will receive a very warm welcome not only in political circles but in the 
hearts and minds of people across Europe.” 


She said she and the chancellor welcomed the fact that the U.S. President was 
prepared "to go for a zero level” provided this could be properly negotiated 
and verified. 


Schmidt told the nwws conference that he endorsed Reagan's words on superpower 
talks next spring to reduce strategic intercontinental weapons, on reduction 
of conventional and nuclear forces in Europe and on the Helsinki accords and 
the Madrid follow-up conference. 


"All this expresses what we Germans had to ask for ani had to wish for and have 
asked and have wished for," Schmidt said. 


The chancellor said Reagan's speech would give him a "very firm basis" for talks 
with Brezhnev who visits Bonn next week. 


The chancellor said he was particularly pleased Reagan had taken into account 
the "strategic, political and psychological situation in Europe." 


Both 1 .ders hoped the U.S. proposal would draw a positive response from Moscow. 
But the official Soviet news agency TASS has described the Reagan proposal as 
a propaganda action to lead Soviet-U.S. disarmament tslks up a blind alley. 











Mrs. Thatcher, however, cautiously dampened hopes Reagan's initiative would 


bring immediate solution to the problems. She said the West was a “long way” 


from a solutica to the threat from Soviet arms buildup and “there will be a 
lot of negotiating to do.” 


The Schmidt-Thatcher meeting was the 10th in a series of regular summits 
between the two countries. A communique issued after the meeting stressed 
agreement on such issues as the need to restructure the European economic 
community budget, reform farm policy and maintain the level of EEC funding.

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WEINBERGER ON U.S. POSTURE IN TALKS WITH USSR

[Text] Washington, November 19 (XINHUA)--Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger 
said today that the United States has to enter iito strategic arms reduction 
talks with the Soviet Union from a "position of strength." 


Speaking on a CBS program, Weinberger said that President Reagan's proposal 
to negotiate mutual arms reduction in Europe does not mean that the United 
States will relent in its cifort to "rearm America." 


The president "still feels...that you have to enter negotiations from basically 
a position of strength," Weinberger said." "It is essential that America get 
in a position of strength so that we can negotiate peace." 





Meanwhile, the State Department today described a TASS reaction to the U.S. zero 
option proposal as “unfortunate and regrettably inaccurate." 


A TASS statement yesterday dismissed President Reagan's proposal as not serious 
and insisted that a balance exists between the forces of the United States and 
the Soviet Union in Europe. 


The State Department spokesman said the president's proposal is a clear statement 
of the U.S. commitment to "serious negotiations," and that "we do not feel 
a balance exists" in the forces of the two countries in Europe. 


He charged that when the Soviet Union enumerated their own medium range nuclear 
systems they excluded several types that are in fact comparable to the U.S. types 
that they designated as medium range. He especially stressed the imbalance 

in long-range missile syscems deployed as the “most destabilizing and threaten- 
ing elements of the nuclear imbalance” between the two countries.

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"XINHUA' REPORTS ON U.S.-CUBA, NIGARAGUA TENSION

[Text] Beijing, 12 Nov (XINHUA)--Noticeable tension has arisen between the United 
States and Cuba and Nicaragua recently. While repeatedly accusing the United States 
of preparing to launch armed aggression against them, Cuba and Nicaragua have stepped 
up war preparedness in their respective countries. Although the United’ States has 
denied any possibility of direct attack on other countries, it has explicitly ex- 
pressed its vigilance against Soviet and Cuban infiltration in Central America. 





The confrontation between the two sides was started by U.S. Secretary of State Haig's 
recent statement and reports by some U.S. newspapers. Speaking at a meeting on 29 
October, Haig stated that the United States had seriously studied the question of 
"how to deal with Cuba" and its interference in the affairs of the countries in the 
Western Hemisphere and would make a decision on the question soon. On 11 November 
the NEW YORK TIMES reported that in view of the stalemate in the internal war in El 
Salvador, Haig "has urged the pentagon to adopt a series of options for El Salvador 
and possible military action against Cuba and Nicaragua" because the U.S. Government 
believes that Cuba is supplying arms to Salvadoran guerrillas through Nicaragua. It 
has also been reported that in a letter to a certain foreign government last month 
Haig disclosed that 500 Cuban troops were already in Nicaragua on the way to take 
part in the fighting in El Salvador. 


In the wake of these reports Cuba has begun military mobilization throughout the 
country, calling on the people to be ready for fighting at any time. On 5 November 
the Cuban representatives to the United States sent a letter of protest against the 
United States to the JN Secretary General the Cuban side categorically denied that 
any Cuban troops are in Nicaragua and demanded that the United States furnish the 
proof. On 9 November the Nicaraguan Government declared that Nicaraguan troops 

"are placed on the alert" in order to deal with the threat from the United States. 

On 11 November Nicaraguan Minister of Agriculture and Agrarian Reform Jaime Wheelock, 
who was visiting Rome said that the political and economic pressure that the United 
States is currently exerting on Nicaragua might develop into a U.S. military in- 
vasion. On 10 November, amidst public comments and assessments on the above-mentioned 
situation, President Reagan said at a press conference that the United States has no 
plans whatsoever to militarily intervene in Central America. However, the United 
States must "protect America from the revolutionary influence exported by the expan- 
sionist policies of Cuba and the Soviet Union.” On the situation in El Salvador and 
the Soviet and Cuban infiltration in Central America, he pointed out: "El Salvador's 
neighbors in the region pay same keen attention to this question as we do."

[Text] Saudi Arabia's eight-point proposal for the realization of peace in the 
Middle East has received support from many Arab states and some West European coun- 
tries. However, the two superpowers--the Soviet Union and the United States-—have 
been contending over the Saudi proposal. . 


The Soviet Union initially adopted a hostile attitude toward the Saudi proposal but 
recently has indicated that it might support this proposal. The Soviet paper 
IZVESTIYA of 23 August attacked the Saudi plan as a new conspiracy. On 2/7 October 
Brezhnev still denounced the Saudi plan as designed to satisfy imperialism's appetite. 
However, when Brezhnev received PLO leader ‘Arafat a few days ago the former quietly 
told the latter that Moscow regards Crown Prince Fahd's plan as the foundation for 

a peaceful solution to the Middle East issue. 


The United States recently indicated its interest in the Saudi proposal. However, 
when the Begin clique warned that U.S. support for the Saudi proposal would endanger 
the U.S.-Israeli agreement on strategic cooperation the United States changed its 
tone by saying: The Saudi proposal is inadequate as a peace plan and there is some 
difficulty in accepting it. A diplomat holds that the Reagan Administration is 
retreating. 


iu is not accidential that the Soviet Union and the United States have changed their 
stances. The Soviet Union's intention in its so-called support for the Saudi pro- 
posal is very obvious--by taking advantage of the weakness of the United States, 
which cannot extricate its Middle East policy from the U.S.-Israel alliance, the 
Soviet Union is attempting to weaken U.S. influence in the Middle East and again 
poke its nose into the process of Middle East peace efforts.

"However," it notes, "none of the articles of the resolution has been put into 
effect. This is entirely the result of U.S. imperialism's unjust stand and its 
conspiratorial moves to perpetuate the division of Korea." 


"The resolution of the Korean question hinges on the pullout of U.S. troops 
from South Korea. U.S. imperialism must discontinue its forcible occupation 
of South Korea as early as possible and stop interfering in the internal 
affairs of Korea,"’ the article points out. 


MINJU CFOSON, D.P.R.K. government organ, notes that only when the U.S. troops 
are withdrawn from South Korea, will it be possible to achieve Korea's 
reunification and ensure peace and security in the Korean peninsula and Asia. 


Continued U.S. occupation of South Korea and U.S. manoeuvres to divide the 
country, it says, are open violations of the U.N. resolution and constitute 
a challenge to the Korean people and the people of the world who hope to see 
peace in Korea and its peaceful reunification.

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U.S. CHARGES USSR WITH CHEMICAL WARFARE IN ASIA

[Text] Beijing, November 14 (XINHUA)--The United States yesterday charged the 
Soviet Union with producing a huge stockpile of chemical weapons and furnished 
the United Nations with further evidence of the use of these weapons by the 
Soviet forces and their aliies in Afghanistan, Cambodia and Laos, according 

to reports from the United Nations. 


In a five-page note addressed to U.N. Secretary General Kurt Waldheim, U.S. 
representative to the U.N. Jeane Kirkpatrick said tests by U.S. experts of 

the water, vegetation and rock samples recovered from sites of chemical attacks 
in Laos and Cambodia revealed the presence of toxic chemicals known as 
trichothecenes. 


One of the samples was a yellowish-brown powder scraped from rock surfaces at 
the site of "a chemical attack in Laos which occurred on 13 March 1981," the 
note said. 


"The symptoms reported by victims of this ‘yellow rain' attack included severe 
nausea, vomiting and bloody diarrhea," it added 


The American note said 24 people died in a "yellow rain attack" in Laos last 
April 2 and 47 other Laotians survived. 


It noted, "These latest analytical results, together with the results submitted 
previously and the testimony provided by numerous eyewitnesses and survivors, 
wholly support the judgment that trichothecenes have been used as chemical 
warfare a»ents in Laos and Cambodia." 


The American test results will be given to a U.N. group of experts which just 
completed its on-site inspections in Southeast Asia on the reported Soviet 
use of chemical weapons. 


Meanwhile, U.S.Ambassador to U.N. Kenneth Adelman charged the saine day that the 
Soviet Union was producing a huge stockpile of chemical weapons and the Soviets 
and their allies were using the toxins against insurgents and civilians in 

Laos and Cambodia.

In a speech to the U.N. General Assembly's main political committee, Adelman 
said, "The Soviet Union not only continued, but actually increased its 
chemical weapons program in an effort to create a massive imbalance against 
the United States." 


The Soviet Union was producing chemical weapons in at least 14 factories and 
its armed forces included 100,000 soldiers trained in chemical warfare, 
he said.

U.S. RECOGNITION OF PLO URGED AS MEANS OF STEMMING USSR TIDE

East Predicament"] 


[Text] Richard L. Allen, the American president's advisor on national security affairs 
said, by way of underscoring the seriousness of the Middle East situation, that "In 
terms of American interests, there is no place in the world more important than the 
Middle East." 


In a certain sense, this statement is not unreasonable. But whether or not the 
policies that the United States government is promoting in the Middle East are comen- 
surate with the importance of the Middle East for the United States is another question. 


While he was running for the presidency, Reagan clearly demonstrated his pro-Israel 
bent. But after being elected president, he showed a desire to hear the views of 
Arab leaders in a readjustment of Middle East policy. Not long after taking office, 
however, he jettisoned an American policy of "strategic superiority" in the Middle 
East, asserting, "The major problem ir. the Middle East is the increasing influence of 
the Soviet Union." In the Middle East and Gulf area, the United States "established 
a Western military presence" (in other words, the dispatch of United States military 
forces to the Middle East and asking Middle East countries to provide military bases 
for the United States) as America's primary Strategic consideration in this region. 
Very obviously, such a strategic deployment was, in reality, to place solution of the 
Arab-Israel conflict in an insignificant position, contrary to the expectations of 
the mass of Arab states. Consequently, it was only natural that this was resisted and 
attacked by Arab public opinion. 


Can one say then, as a result, that the Arab states are not seeking strategically to 
counter Soviet expansionism? Of course not. The Arab states are very vigilent of 
Soviet hegemony. The Saudi Arabian foreign minister, Prince Saud Faisal said: The 
Soviets "are in process of completing our encirclement." Saudi Arabian Minister of 
Petroleum, Sheik Yamani, said in reference to the threat Saudi Arabia faces from the 
USSR and from Israel, "The first threat helps us draw closer to friendship with the 
United States; the second threat poses a threat to this friendship." He said, "The 
way the United States supports Israel stirs into Saudi-American friendship." 
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Quite a few leaders of Arab states have called for improvement in relations with the 
West to increase strength in order to be able to stand up to the Soviet threat, but 
with the proviso that the United States change its stand on Arab-Israeli conflict, 
fairly and reasonably solving the Palestine problem. A people that has had its 

fill of Israeli aggression cannot be expected to be understanding in establishing a 
strategy with a United States that supports Israel. This is at the crux of the rebuff 
of Reagan's Middle East policy of "strategic superiority." 


It is precisely because of no fundamental change in the American position of favoring 
Israel that the Begin government, more sercure in the knowledge it had strong backing, 
launched ferocious attacks on Arab states after April this year.... 


Some people in Washington regard Israel as America's "most dependable anti-Soviet 
asset"' in the Middle East. Little do they realize that repeated Israel aggression 
against Arab countries is precisely a repeated attack on America's strategic interests 
in the Middle East, providing the USSR opportunity to penetrate the Middle East. 


The Reagan government thinks in terms of relying solely on military force and the 
establishment of bases in the area as being able to contain the Soviet southward 
advance. To put it mildly, such a notion is unrealistic. Egyptian President Sadat 
warned the United States against reviving the Dulles policies of the 1950's. King 
Hussein of Jordan warned the United States to learn a lesson from the history of 
Western-Arab relations since the Ottoman Empire. "The presence of foreign armies 
without the approval of Arab states and not in accordance with the interests of the 
Arab people will lead to irrevocable military and political disaster." 


Secondly, the hope of American authorities that the establishment in the Gulf and 
Middle East area of a frontline of resistance to the USSR can seriously deal with the 
Arab-Israel conflict is also unworkable. 


A prerequisite for American establishment in the Gulf and the Middle East area of a 
frontline of resistance to the USSR must be a change in its policy of favoring Israel, 
and fairly and comprehensively solving the Palestine problem. Unless the policy of 
favoring Israel is changed, its strategic superiority in the Middle East will be unable 
to gain Arab assistance. 


America's Middle East "strategic superiority" considerations and its basic attitude 
toward the Third World are closely related. In the view of some Washington political 
experts and strategics, Arab strategic assets and military positions are extremely 
important, while the awakening and strength of the Arab people is of no importance 
whatsoever. Such an attitude on the part of the United States must inevitably impair 
its formation of an effective all-around strategy toward «he USSR. 


Very clearly the crux of the problem is that the United States must adopt a truly 
"balanced policy" between the Arab countries and Israel. This is to say, it must 
recognize the rights of the Palestinian people, recognize the only legal representative 
of Palestine, the Palestine Liberat:ion Organization, and allow it to participate in 

peaceful discussions to resolve its own rights and interests. Even though the Reagan 
administration, under the pressure of events, had aopted a certain posture toward 

the handling of Arab-Israeli relations, unless the United States effectively changes 

its Middle East policy, it will be unable fundamentally to improve its relations 

with the majority of Arab states, which means it will be hard put to truly "advance" 

its "peaceful course in the Middle East." 
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In both wanting the Arab countries to coordinate strategies with it in opposing 

Sovset expansion, and not being willing to fairly handle the Arab problem lies the 
contradiction in America's Middle East policy, and it is also the fundamental reason 
why it has fallen into a passive predicament in the Middle East. It has been announced 
that during the latter part of this year, Reagan will continue to have contacts with 
Arab leaders in order to "finally determine" American policies and methods in the 
Middle East. It remains to be seen whether the United States will be able to truly 
clearheadedly face reality.

PAKISTAN'S NAWAZ SPEAKS AT UN ON AFGHAN ISSUE

[Text] United Nations, November 16 (XINHUA)--Shah Nawaz, secretary general 
for foreign affairs of Pakistan, declared in the U.N. General Assembly today, 
that he had, on behalf of 45 co-sponsors, introduced a draft resolution which 
calls for the immediate withdrawal of the foreign troops from Afghanistan 

and reaftirms the right of the Afghan people to determine theiz own form of 
government and to choose their economic, political and social system free 
from outside intervention, subversion, coercion or constraint of any kind 
whatsoever. 


He said that the draft resolution was designed to facilitate the process of 
instituting a dialogue for the peaceful settlement of the Afghanistan crisis. 


He recalled that the emphasis in the pronouncements of international conferences 
had been on the immediate withdrawal of the foreign troops; respect for the 
sovereignty, territorial integrity, political independence and the non-aligned 
and Islamic character of Afghanistan; the right of the Afghan people to determine 
their own form of government free from outside intervention or interference; 

and the creation of the necessary conditions for the voluntary return of the 
Afghan refugees in safety and honour. 


He declared: "The central fact of the situation in Afghanistan is the national 
resistance of the Afghan people to the continuing foreign military intervention 
which has prevented them from exercising their right to determine their own 
destiny." 


He said that the event of Afghanistan was not a matter of local or regional 
concern alone, but a grave issue in which the international community had a 
profound stake since "it [word indistinct] the sanctity of the fundamental 
principles of the charter" and "constitutes a flagrant violation of the norms 
of inter-state relations." 


Nawaz pointed out that the proposals made by the Kabul authorities on 14 May, 
last year and on 24 August, this year did not address themselves to the funda- 
mental issues of the foreign military intervent*on and to the popular resistance 
against the foreign-imposed regime. The intent of the proposals was to "secure 
legitimacy for the regime and to attribute the internal conflict in Afghanistan 
to external instigation," he said. 
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He went on to say that the national and indigenous character of the Afghan 
struggle had been demonstrated both by its tenacity and its growing intensity 
throughout the country. The victims of the conflict continued to pour into 
the neighbouring countries and already one-fifth of the entire Afghan nation 
had fled their homes to take refuge in Pakistan and Iran. 


Referring to Pakistan policy of non-interference in other states’ affairs, 

he said that the propaganda campaign against Pakistan, accusing it of allowing 
its territory to be used as a base of operations by the Afghan Mujahideen or 

a conduit for arms was totally unfounded. 


He went on to say that the consequences of the situation within Afghanistan 
posed grave economic, social, politica: and security problems for his country. 
Apart from the massive influx of refugees, there were frequent violations of 
Pakistan's territory and airspace, he added. 


An independent and non-aligned Afghanistan at peace with itself and with all 
its neighbours, he said in conclusion, could only be a factor of stability 
in the region and not a threat to anyone.

UN SPEAKERS CONDEMN SOVIET OCCUPATION OF AFGHANISTAN

[Text] United Nations, November 17 (XINHUA)--Bitter condemnation of the 

Soviet military occupation of Afghanistan and an urgent demand for the immediate 
withdrawal of all foreign troops from that country continued to dominate this 
afternoon's session of the U.N. General Assembly. 


Sudanese representative (Omer El Sheikh) said that the Soviet Union, in defiance 
of the general assembly's appeal for the restoration of sovereignty and self- 
determination of Afghanistan, continued to retain with impunity its forces of 
occupation in Afghanistan. 


He declared, the issue at stake "related to an important principle of inter- 
national relations, i.e., intervention in internal affairs and the perpetuation 
of occupation." 


Canadian representative (Gerard Pelletier) said: "Whatever the original motives 
of the Soviet Union in intervening, it is apparent that the existing situation 
is a clear example of a massively powerful nation seeking, through direct 
military intervention, to terminate the freedom and effective independence 

of a small, non-aligned neighbour. The simple word for such a development 

is, aggression," 


New Zealand representative H. H. Francis said: "The Soviet Union's invasion 
of Afghanistan, and the setting up of a puppet regime, supported by Soviet 
military power, is a grave violation of the principles of the United Nations 
charter." He said: "This unwarranted act of intervention is an alarming 
example of a large and powerful nation using force to impose its will ona 
small and defenceless neighbour.” 


Australian representaive H. D. Anderson stated: “What is of particular concern 
to the Australian Government is that the Soviet Union has persisted in its 
military occupation of Afghanistan despite unequivocal calls for withdrawal 

by the overwhelming majority of the U.N. membership.” 
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He said his government called upon the Soviet Union to comply with the provisions 
of the U.N. charter and the relevant United Nations’ resolutions. 


Iranian representative (Mohammad Jafar Mahalaqi) condemned the Soviet Union 
for occupying Afghanistan for almost two years "in collaboration with an 
installed regime." He declared: "The full sovereignty of the Afghan people 
over their country is a principle over which we will always stress." 


Tunisian representative Taieb Slim declared that Tunisia opposes the policy 
of hegemuny in relations among states. declaring that all peoples should 
possess inalienable rights to self-determination and independence, 


He said that events in Afghanistan were flagrant and intolerable violations 
of the principles of international relations. Peace-loving countries could 
not do otherwise than protest against such actions, and declared "foreign 
troops must be withdrawn from Afghanistan." 


Bangladesh representative (R. I. Chowdhury) said that the problem of Afghanistan 
posed "a threat to the maintenance of international peace and security." He 
quoted the foreign minister of his country, "peace can be secured in Afghanistan 
and Kampuchea by the withdrawal of all foreign troops from those countries and 
leaving their people free to determine their own destiny without external 
intervention in any form,” 


Senegalese representative (Massamba Sarre), called for a just political settlement 
of the Afghan problem. He said that the principles announced by the general 
assembly in 1980, including respect for the political independence of Afghanistan, 
non-interference in the internal affairs of that country, the withdrawal of 
foreign troops and the return of the refugees, constituted a valid framework 

for that settlement. He emphasized they should not meet with obstacles in their 
application. 


Representatives of Zaire, Yugoslavia, Norway and a number of other countries 
took part in the debate, all of them expressing grave concern about the serious 
situation in Afghanistan.

UN SPEAKERS URGE NAMIBIAN INDEPEMDENCE

[Text] United Nations, November 19 (XINHUA)--The continued illegal occupation 
of Namibia by the South African racist regime was condemned here today when 
the U.N. General Assembly opened its discussion on the question of Namibia. 


Paul J. F. Lusaka (Zambia), president of the U.N. Council for Namibia, urged 
that South Africa should be compelled to withdraw from Namibia by greater 
pressure from all concerned, particularly the major Western powers. 


He drew attention to the racist regime's flouting of the numerous U.N. decisions 
on Namibia and its attempt to consolidate its presence in the territory by 
blatant violation of the norms of international law and with the support of 
external forces. 


He condemned South Africa's continued illegal occupation of Namibia ad called 
for greater efforts to win wider recognition of the legitimacy of the liberation 
struggle in that country. 


Frank Abdullah (Trinidad and Tobago), chairman of the special committee on 
decolonization, stated that U.N. members should reiterate their demand for the 
urgent, full and unconditional compliance with the security council resolutions 
by South Africa and emphasized the need for the unconditional implementation 

of resolution 435 (1978), which includes a plan for Namibia's independence. 


He also called for an end to the aggressive and irresponsible actions of the 
South African regime which is directed against the territorial integrity and 
sovereignty of neighbouring states, and for the introduction of comprehensive 
mandatory sanctions on South Africa to compel it to comply with the decisions 
of the security council. 


Peter Mueshihange, secretary for foreign relations of the South West Africa 
People’s Organization (SWAPO), pointed out that the real culprits and obstacles 
which had prevented Namibia's independerice are the South African racists and 
the major Western powers, which support and encourage racist South Africa in 
its persistent defiance of the United Nations. 








He stressed that security council resolution 435 is the only plan which should 
be implemented in its final and definite form without further delay, amendment, 
qualification or dilution. 


Representative of Norway, Ambjorg Saelthun, called for a political solution to 
bring about Namibia's independence and directed attention to South Africa's 
armed attacks on neighbouring countries. She said, "The escalation of the 
warfare in southern Africa in our opinion underlines the urgent need for a 
political solution." 


Representative of the Philippines, Estelito P. Mendoza, state that South Africa 
has directly challenged the authority of the United Nations in regard to Namibia. 
He declared, "We must put an end to South Africa's actions which constitute a 
serious threat to international peace and security by adopting effective and 
concerted measures against it." 


Representatives of Bahrain, the United Arab Emirates, Brazil and a number of other 
nations also condemned the South African racist regime for its continued illegal 
occupation of Namibia and voiced support for the Namibian people's struggle 

for independence.

Secretary of State Alexander Haig said that the United States is currently taking 
steps to show that Soviet support for Cuba in "interfering" in Central America will 
bring risks greater than any strategic advantage that Moscow and Havana want to gain. 


Haig was questioned about the latest reports. According to the reports, the United 
States has decided on a contingency plan. Haig said: The level of Cuban activities 
in the Western Hemisphere "is rising ever higher." He said: "I hold now that, as we 
have done in the past, the United States has the duty to make it clear to all parties 
that activity of this kind has caused extremely greater danger for world peac~ and 
security." He also said, the situation in Nicargua is extremely disquieting. He 
stressed: The United States will not permit the emergence of another Cuba on the 
American continent. Haig did not reveal any specific content of the U.S. contingency 
plan for dealing with Cuba. 


Haig also said that unless NATO firmly supported its own arms modernization plan, 
the United States would not be able to count on the Soviet Union taking a serious 
view of western proposals at the forthcoming talks on theater nuclear forces. Haig 
said, The United States hopes to reach an agreement at these talks on an East-West 
military balance, to help "establish the lowest possible--and best of all zero-- 
level of equal, global, and verifiable quotas." 


Haig declared, The United States hopes to establish constructive relations with the 


Soviet Union on the basis of reliable military balance, respect for the independence 
of other countries, avoidance of the use of force and so on. 
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STOESSEL DISCUSSES USSR USING MYCOTOXINS IN INDOCHINA

[Text] Bangkok, November 18 (XINHUA)--American under secretary of state for 
political affairs Walter J. Stoessel said here this morning that there was 
substantial evidence that only the Soviet Union could have been responsible 
for the production of the types of mycotoxins which had been used in 
Indochina. 


He was talking to reporters at the end of his three-day visit to Thailand. 


He said that the evidence was very strong and compelling that mycotoxins 
had been used in Indochina and the United States had presented the evidence 
to the United Nations so that it could conduct its own investigation on the 
situation. This was a necessary step before other steps might be taken, 

he said. 


"Here we do see a situation which could involve a violation of the conventions 
on biological and chemical warfare" and one of the options the United States would 
consider might be to hold an international conference, he said. 


Asked about the U.S. position on the formation of a coalition government between 
the Kampuchean resistance forces, he said that "our position is to follow the 
lead of the ASEAN countries" and there should be a balanced kind of coalition 
which would involve the representation from Khmer Rouge, Prince Sihanouk and 

Mr. Son Sann's groups. However he declined to disclose the details of his 
discussions with the Thai leaders on this subject. 


On the U.S. relations with Vietnam, he said that so long as Vietnam continues its 
occupation of Kampuchea, the United States will not consider to improve its 
relations with Vietnam. 

The U.S. under secretary arrived here on November 15 for talks with Prime Minister 
Prem Tinsulanon and other Thai leaders. The talks were regarded as a followup 

to the talks in Washington between the Thai and U.S. leaders several months ago. 


He is scheduled to leave here for the Philippines today.

[Text] Beijing, November 14 (XINHUA)--Some French newspapers, radio and 
television have raised a hue and cry about the case of a Chinese woman 
Li Shuang, in the past few days. 


Emmanuel Bellefroid, a former diplomat of the French Embassy here, has more 
than once talked to French newspapers, radio and television, distorting facts 
about the case and attacking Chinese policy. 


The Chinese media note that seldom has there been such a large-scale propaganda 
offensive since China and France entered into diplomatic relations in 1964. 


Since last July, Bellefroid, taking advantage of his diplomatic status, had 
hidden Li Shuang whom he claimed as his "fiancee" in his residence for two 
months. Li Shuang was detained last September because she had violated Chinese 
law. Recently she was sent to re-education through labor for two years in 
accordance with the first article of the Chinese State Council's decree on 
re-education through labor. 


This comes under the Chinese Government's measure to re-educate and redeem 
delinquent youths and is entirely within China's internal affairs. It 
absolutely has nothing to do with the relations between China and France. 


To China's regret, Bellefroid and some other French people try to make a 
mountain out of a molehill, distorting facts and whipping up an uproar. 

They alleged that China is standing in the way of Bellefroid marrying 

Li Shuang and "has made a mockery of human rights" and that "China has changed 
its policy" and "stifled liberalization." They even claimed that Li Shuang's 
case “has impaired the relations between China and France." 


The case of Li Shuang is certainly not an issue of marriage. The Chinese 
Government has no objection to legitimate marriage between Chinese citizens 

and foreigners. In fact, there have been quite a mumber of Chinese citizens 
married to foreign nationals over the past several years. As the French Embassy 





and French reporters here know very well, a member of the French Embassy staff 
Christian Galliano, married a Chinese girl, Zhao Jiang last month. However, 
Bellefroid alleged that the Li Shuang case showed that "not only marriage 
between Chinese and foreigners is impossible, but any redationship between 
them is forever impossible." This assertion flies in the face of the facts. 
As for his claim that the Chinese authorities hac "granted" and "officially 
approved" his marriage with Li Shuang is pure fabrication. 


Bellefroid accused the Chinese Government of being "ruthless" in handling of 

Li Shuang's case. It is indeed surprising that this French gentleman, once a 
diplomat in China, should be so ignorant of China's "re-education through labor" 
which has proved effective in remoulding and redeeming young delinquencies. 

[as received] Many noted international jurists have visited re-education 
centers in China and have seen for themselves that re-education through labor 

is not a sentence. The spirit of humanitarianism embodied in this approach 

has helped convert many delinquent youths into people useful to their country. 


Still more strange is the fact that Bellefroid and others attacked China's 
handling of Li Shuang's case as an act of bringing intellectuals under "control" 
and "cracking down" on them, and one that represents "a change of policy." 

The making and pursuit of Chinese policies is purely China's own affair and is 
something no foreign should meddle with, [sentence as received] While committed 
to the socialist system, China adheres to an [as received] policy of openness to id 
foreign countries. All this hullabaloo about "a change of policy" and "a 
crackdown on liberalization" is quite pointless and is obviously intended to 
create confusion. Why should Bellefroid go to such length as to describe the 
handling of a delinquent youth as "a change of Chinese policy?" Is it not 

his way of deflecting attention from his own activities which are not compatible 
with his diplomatic status? 


The Chinese Government and people do cherish their friendship with the French 
people and the amiable relations with France. That is why the Chinese authorities 
have refrained from taking harsh actions against Bellefroid, who has behaved 

in a way incompatible with his diplomatic status, and have decided not to make 
public his activities. It is the hope of the Chinese authorities that such a 

need will not arise. It is also why China has not said a word about the mis- 
leading information and comments which some French newspapers and radio have 

made since last September. However, to China's regret, Bellefroid and others 
think it wise to go further to stir up bigger trouble out of this trifle. 

This is definitely not the wish of both the Chinese and French people. 
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RED CROSS CONFERENCE CLOSES IN MANILA

[Text] Manila, November 14 (XINHUA)--The 24th international conference of 
the Red Cross ended here today after week-long deliberations. 


The conference was attended by government and Red Cross Society delegations 
from more than 120 countries and observers from 30 countries. A report of 
the international committee on its work in the past four years was discussed. 
Its differenct commissions also discussed such subjects as dissemination of 
knowledge of international humanitarian law and of the principle and ideals 
of the Red Cross, the appeal to states to accede to the two additional 
protocols formulated in 1977 to the four Geneva conventions. Resolutions 

on these subjects were adopted. 


The Chinese Government delegation and the delegation of the Chinese Red Cross 
Society, both headed by Qian Xinzhong, attended the conference. In commission- 
level discussions, Chinese delegates spoke on China's implementation of the 
Geneva conventions, its efforts to resettle more than 260,000 Indochinese 
refugees and help them trace their relatives, and the work it has done on 
public health and voluntary blood transfusion. Their remarks aroused a keen 
interest among delegates from other countries. 


In the discussion on Red Cross as a factor for peace, Soviet delegates bragged 
about Soviet "contributions" to and "efforts" toward disarmament and tried to 
thrust in their views in the draft resolution on "disarmament, weapons of mass 
destruction and respect for non-combatants." They were refuted, however, 

by delegates from many countries. 


A Chinese delegate pointed out that while talking glibly about "preventing nuclear 
war,'' the Soviet Union is actually engaged in nuclear arms expansion. It has 

even refused to undertake the obligation not to be the first to use nuclear 
weapons against non-nuclear countries under any circumstance. "In order to curb 
effectively the catastrophic threat of nuclear war to mankind, those countries 
that constitute such threat should undertake the obligation of taking the lead 


in reducing stockpile in their respective super nuclear arsenals," he stressed. 





The amendment proposal of the Soviet delegation was defeated in a vote with 
64 against, 25 for and 11 abstentions. 


The conference decided that the next conference be held in Geneva in 1986. 
It was also announced at the closing ceremony that Ahmad Abu-goura, chairman 
of the Red Cross Society of Jordan, was elected chairman of the Standing 
Commission of the International Red Cross. 


At the second session of the general assembly of the League of Red Cross 
Societies held here as a prelude to the conference, Enrique de la Mata 
Gorostizaga (Spain) and Hans Hoegh (Norway) were elected president and 
secretary general of the league respectively. 
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POLAND SETS UP SOCIAL CONSULTATIVE COUNCIL

[Text] Warsaw, November 17 (XINHUA)--The Polish Council of Ministers Monday 
decided to set up a social consultative council to advise the government and 
to propose actions on the country's social and economic problems. 


The decision was made at the meeting of the Council of Ministers which was 
presided over by chairman Wojciech Jaruzelski. 


PAP, the official Polish news agency, reported that the new council would be 
directed by the Council of Ministers and that its members and chairman would 
be appointed by the chairman of the Council of Ministers. 


PAP also said the council would have inspiratory, opinion-giving and advisory 
powers. Apart from giving opinions, the new council also will be able to 
propose social consultations on problems of great social and economical 
significance in the country. 


The meeting also studied the domestic situation in Poland. 


The meeting pointed out that the ending of national strikes is "a positive 
phenomenon," but "tension" still exists among some organizations and stratum 
which disregard a resolution passed by parliament calling for national stability 
through the end of strikes and obeyance of law, the meeting said. 


Recently, many university and college students have gone on strikes in Poland, 
demanding the approval of a law of higher education for "self-reliance and 
self-management." 


The Council of Ministers decided to send a draft of the higher education law 
to parliament. 
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POLISH GOVERNMENT, SOLIDARITY HOLD TALKS

TOKYO SYMPOSIUM CRITICIZES USSR POLICY OF STRENGTH

[Text] Tokyo, November 16 (XINHUA)--The Soviet policy of military strength 
is antagonistic to the Japanese position of comprehensive security guarantee. 
It has brought about the unstable world situation and constituted a major 
threat to Japan. 


These remarks were made by Tsukamoto, guest editorial committee member of 
SANKEI SHIMBUN at a three-day symposium on peace and security in Asia which 
was opened on November 13 in Sapporo City. 


Japanese and Soviet experts on international issues attending the symposium 
had a warm debate on the root causes of the threat to peace in Asia, the 
deteriorating relations between Japan and the Soviet Union and on the issue 
of the northern islands. 


Tsukamoto's remarks were made to refute the vice-director of the Institute 
of Orientology of the USSR Academy of Sciences who tried by every means to 
defend the Soviet hegemonist policy in Asia and attacked Japan for its 
movement calling for the return of the northern islands. 


The Soviet Union, he noted, deploys 30 per cent of its nuclear power in the 
Far East and puts Japan within its reach. He said that the Soviet ground 
forces’ buildup in the Far East is not likély to be directed against China 
only. Japan cannot but show grave concern over the increased Soviet ground 
forces on Japan's northern territories. 


Professor Kimura of the Hokkaido University said that the Soviet Union has 
failed to raise its political status and increase its influence in Asia and 
the Pacific region because it is bent on resorting to wrong means in this 
region, military means in particular. The Soviet policy toward Japan, 

he pointed out, is mainly intended to prevent Japan from having closer 
relations with the United States and China, force Japan to give up its 
economic sanctions against the Soviet Union and facilitate the conclusion 
of a Japan-Soviet long-term economic cooperation agreement and an ideal 
good-neighborhood and friendship treaty so as to compel Japan to abandon 
its demand for the return of the northern territories. "Such a strategy against 
Japan could only bring about adverse effects," Kimura said. 


Professor Kato of another university urged the Soviet Union to pull back its 
troops from the Japanese-claimed northern territories. "When the other side 
points a dagger at you and says it wants handshake with you, this won't do,” 
stressed Kato. 
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"XINHUA' CITES BREZHNEV ON USSR‘'S ECONOMIC TROUBLES

[Text] Moscow, November 17 (XINHUA)--Leonid Brezhnev admitted yesterday that 
the grain harvest in 1981 was poor, saying that the food problem is the most 
urgent economic and political one in the llth Five-Year Plan period. 


de was speaking at the plenary meeting of the Central Committee of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union (CPSU) which discussed the draft of the 1lth Five-Year 
Plan and the targets of the 1982 economic plan and the state budget. 


He said it was not easy to draft this five-year plan. 


"Three years of drought have caused great damage to agriculture and the entire 
economy," he said. "There are still shortages in the supply of meat, dairy 
produce, cotton fabrics and a number of other products," he added. 


He emphasized the agricultural problem in his speech, saying, "This five-year 
plan period began with a year of poor crops." 


Brezhnev did not disclose this year's grain output, which was reported to be 
about 160 million tons, the lowest in five years. 


Brezhnev proposed to continue to draft a food programme and give more freedom 

to the collective and state farms so as to overcome the difficulties in 
agriculture. He favored greater freedom for the farms to decide on their 
management and bring into greater use of local food resources and the potentials 
of side occupation. 


Brezhnev indicated that the Political Bureau of the party Central Committee 
supports the government's proposed cut of 30,000 million roubles in the invest- 
ments in construction projects originally schemed in the five-year plan. He 
said the growth rate stipulated in the 1982 plan was "moderate" and therefore 
once it was ratified, everybody "from the workers to the ministers" must 
"fulfill it unconditionally." He was against any revision of the plan at the 
end of the year. 





Brezhnev expressed dissatisfaction with the slow progress of economic reform 
in the past two years. 


He also criticizes some ministers by name and demanded that they improve their 
work. 


TASS reported that the plenary meeting adopted resolutions on the questions 
discussed, and the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet of the USSR also met 
the same day to discuss the decisions of the plenary meeting of the party 


Central Committee, expressing "deep satisfaction" with the decisions and 
Brezhnev's report.

[Text] United Nations, November 17 (XINHUA)-~Ahmad ‘Abd al-Majid, Egypt's 
permanent representative to the United Nations, this morning reaffirmed that 
Egypt will provide all material and moral support to the Afghan people in 
their “just struggle" to achieve their inalienable rights. 


Addressing the general assembly on the question of Afghanistan he said that 
his country has consistently supported the rights of the Afghan people, and 
called for the Soviet Union to immediately withdraw its troops from Afghanistan. 


Referring to Soivet fallacious arguments, he clearly pointed out that the aim 
was to install a "puppet regime" in Afghanistan to serve the strategic interests 
of a super-power. 


La Rocca, representative of Italy, declared that the military occupation of 
Afghanistan "is a clear violation of the United Nation's charter and the 
universally accepted principles of nonSintervention in the domestic affairs 
of sovereign countries and a lack of respect for their independence and 
territorial integrity.” 


He urged the International Community "must not acquiesce in a ‘fait accomplis’ 
but must continue to state its firm opposition to situations such as the one 
which has prevailed for almost two years in Afghanistan.” 


(Gaafar Allagany), representative of Saudi Arabia, declared that his country 
would condemn an invasion by any country. He called on the Soviet Government 
to respond to the appeals of the International Community to allow the Afghan 
people to choose their own form of government. 


He drew attention to the fact that two years have elapsed since the Soviet 
occupation took place, and that there is no sign of the Soviet army's with- 
drawing with its destructive weapons. He emphasized that the problem of 

2 million refugees still existed, and that the Afghan Government was "a 
government based on force and coercion, and not on self-determination.” 
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Thomas Klestil, Austrian representative, said that the illegal occupation 

of Afghanistan violated the principle that all members should refrain from 
the threat or use of force against any state, the principle of the equal 
rights and self-determination of peoples and the principle of non-interference 
in the internal affairs of states. 


He called for a political solution to the Afghan question, saying that "such 
a political settlement should be based on the preservation of the sovereignty 
and territorial integrity of Afghanistan and the right of the Afghan people 
to determine their political future freely without force or coercion. It 
will be stated "further necessitate the immediate withdrawal of all foreign 
troops and the establishment of an atmosphere couducive to negotiation and 
the search for a political solution.” 


Muhammad Abu al-Hasan, representative of Kuwait, said that Afghanistan, a small 
non-aligned country, had been faced with an invasion b') a super-power. He 
described this as a grave situation, and declared that Kuwait had proclaimed 
aloud that it opposed the presence of Soviet troops in Afghenistan 

“regardless of the pretext." 


He said that his country believed that there had to be an unconditional withdrawal 
of foreign forces from Afghanistan, and stated that the Afghan people should 

be assured of their right to self-determination, "free from foreign intervention 
and interference." 
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EGYPT'S PRESIDENTIAL AIDE DISCUSSES MIDEAST, PRC

[Text] Cairo, November 15 (XINHUA)--The personal advisor of President Mubarak 
said this evening Egypt will not introduce any drastic changes in its 

foreign policy as it seeks stability both domestically and in its foreign 
relations, which, he said, is the focus of the main issues facing Egypt. 


Osama al-Baz, first undersecretary of foreign affairs and versonal advisor 
to President Husni Mubarak, was speaking to foreign correspondents in an 
interview in Cairo this evening. 


"When we speak of stability, we mean stability first of all of the peace process 
and our relations with the outside world," he noted. He listed the Arab world, 
the African affairs, the Third World and the Islamic affairs as Egypt's 
priorities in foreign relations. Egypt wants to maintain good relations with 
every Aréeb country, he stressed, 


Al-Baz explained that Egypt's objective has not been to conclude a separate 
peace with Israel but rather to begin a process for a comprehensive peace that 
would cover the entire area. Egypt chose the option of peace against the 
option of war and against a state of no war and no peace. Al-Baz hoped that 
a yood atmosphere would be created along two main lines. First the talks on 
peace should be enlarged to include as many Arab countries as possible and 
secondly Egypt should remain a very important member within the Arab family, 
he said. As for a just solution to the Palestinian problem, al-Baz stood 
for simultaneous mutual recognition by the Palestinians and the Israelis. 

He said that the Palestinian question is a very complex one that cannot be 
solved without the participation of the Palestinian people. 


Al-Baz continued that with determination and dedication Egypt hoped to reach 
agreement on the Palestinian issue in three stages: the first being the 

Camp David agreements, the second the establishment of a self-government 

for the Palestinians in the West Bank and Gaza and the third the final settle- 
ment of the Middle East issue. For this, he added, "We need the help of 

the United States and Europe. We believe that the European initiative is good 
in many ways." He said: "We still believe that a PLO and U.S. dialogue is 
useful because it contributes to the peace process."

In answer to a question why he failed to mention the Soviet Union in negotia- 
tions, al-Baz said that Egypt never excluded it from the peace process but 
past developments showed that the Soviet Union excluded itself. The Soviet 
Union rejected the Camp David agreements and /t is inconceivable that the 
Soviet Union can have any role to play in this respect, he said. "It is not 
our iecision to kick the Soviet Union out of the talks," he said. 


Answering a question by a German Democratic Republic reporter on Egypt's 
relations with socialist countries, al-Baz said that any socialist country 

can have good relations with Egypt if they respect Egypt's independence, 
sovereignty and freedom of choice and do not interfere in its internal affairs. 
He declared: "We are heartened by the support from China, Romania and the 
Democratic People's Republic of Korea."

POLISH GAS PRICE TO RISE BY OVER 50 PERCENT

[Text] Warsaw, November 19 (XINHUA)--Poland will raise the retail prices of 
gasoline and diesel oil by over 50 per cent as of November 22, announced 


the State Prices Commission here today. 


The retail prices of gasoline and diésel oil are to be raised by 11 zlotys 
per litre each. (30 zlotys equal one U.S. dollar.) 


This is the second price rise for oil in the country since last May when there 
was a three zloty price rise for gasoline and diesel oil per litre. 


The price rise for gasoline is mainly caused by the shortage of oil. 

Poland produces 300,000 tons of oil annually, which account for only two per 

cent of its domestic need. It has to import the remaining 98 per cent 

of oil from the Soviet Union and Middle East countries. 

Mounting economic difficulties and shortage of foreign exchange make it impossible 
for the country to import a large amount of fuel oil. It has to depend on the 
Soviet supply of 13 million tons of oil and three million tons of oil products. 


Excessive increase in the number of automobiles is another reason. 


Reports say the number of automobiles in the country rose to 2.2 million in 1980 
from 980,000 in 1975. The number of trucks and buses has also increased. 
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INTERNATIONAL EDUCATION CONFERENCE ENDS

[Text] Geneva, November 19 (XINHUA)--The 38th session of the international 
conference on education closed here today after adopting a recommendation 
concerning interaction between education and productive work. 


The recommendation was adopted at a time when the governments and public of 
many countries, Western countries in particular, show deep concern at the 
increasingly serious problem of youth unemployment as a result of the long- 
time departure of education from actual productive work. 


The recommendation stresses that improved interaction between education and 
productive work is important not only in producing skilled manpower but also 
in making education more closely linked with changing working conditions 

and helping the all-round development of the individual. 


The recommendation points out that there are two main ways to bring about the 
interaction between education and productive work: by including productive 
work in the educational process at school and enabling working people to 
continue their education without giving up their jobs. 


It also points out that the purposes of the inclusion of productive work into 
educational curricula are to enable pupils and students to achieve a balanced 
development of the physical, affective and mental aptitudes and moral values; 
to educate them to appreciate the social and economic value of different types 
of work, inculcating respect for the working people while developing their own 
ability to make further education, work or career in future; to contribute to 
the promotion of the economic, cultural and social development of various 
countries; and to promote an understanding of the basic scientific principles 
applied in the various fields of production. 


The recommendation also places emphasis on the importance of adult education. 
Regarding the question of teacher training, the recommendation says that 


admission of those who have acquired first-hand experience in working life 
outside the education system to teacher training for general education should

be encouraged. It notes that teachers in both general and specialized vocational 
and technical education should be given opportunities for updating and further 
developing their knowledge and understanding of the world of work at regular 
intervals and through appropriate arrangements. 


The central theme of the 10-day session of the international conference on educa- 
tion is development of education in the future in the light of global needs 

and world problems. In addition to interaction between education and productive 
work, the representatives of 124 participating countries also discussed the 
current trends in education in the world.

The seminar is held here with the participation of countries including the other 
ASEAN member states, Pakistan, Bangladesh, Sri Lanka, Australia, France and the 
United States. General Fabian C. Ver, chief of staff of the Philippine Armed 
Forces, and Admiral Robert Long of the United States are among the participants 
in the seminar. 
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POLAND'S SEJM CALLS FOR SOCIAL STABILITY

[Text] Warsaw, November 18 (XINHUA)--The Presidium of the Polish National Assembly 
(Sejm) issued a statement today, renewing its call for the maintenance of social 
stability and against strikes. 


The statement adopted at the Sejm Presidium meeting today says that should this 
call fail to yield results, should events posing greater threats to the country's 
survival arise, Sejm will examine proposals to authorize the government to 

take whatever legal means called for by the situation. 


At the end of October, the Polish Sejm passed an appeal calling for an end to 
all strike actions. 


According to a PAP report, the Sejm statement pointed out that the earlier appeal 
for social stability was unheeded. Recently "domestic tension and the danger 
arising from this to the state and nation still remain." "No means to incite 
instability can free the state from the current crisis which can be ended only 

by maintaining stability and keeping a sense of responsibility and working 
harder," the statement stresses. 


The Sejm called on the people to struggle for social stability and rebuild 
the country's economic life. 


At present, unrest still exists in various parts of the country. Although 
workers in some enterprises have ended their strikes in response to the call 

of the Sejm and the national commission of the Solidarity Union, strikes are 
continuing in a few other enterprises. For instance, nine days ago, newspaper 
distributers in Wroclaw and lower Silesia began a strike. This action has 
spread to the provinces of Bydgoszcz, Kielce, Slupsk, Koszalin and Zielona Gora. 


The prolonged and widespread strikes have affected social stability. 


A recent public opinion poll initiated by a Polish radio and TV media research 
centre showed that more and more people have become tired of strikes. Only 

46 per cent of those polled said "yes" to the one-hour nation-wide strike organized 
on October 28 by the Solidarity Union. Sixty-seven per cent of those polled 
favoured a decision to ban any strikes within a certain period, those who opposed 
such a decision accounted for 23 percent while another 10 per cent remain non- 
committal.

BAI HUA RECOUNTS HIS ACTIVITIES FROM MARCH TO JUNE 1981

[Article by Bai Hua [4101 2901]: "How Much Favor and Love the Spring Has Shown Me] 


[Text] March in Wuhan was past, but the fragrance of the lilacs, wet with the fine 
rain, filled the air on into April. In early April, I sat before a window with the 
rain pattering on it and wrote a new screenplay, "Bridge of Dreams,” in response to 

a request from a film company. In it were a small town in the south of old China, 

an ancient stone bridge, indistinct in the fog, several good, ordinary hardworking 
people, some of whom did odd jobs, hawked sugar candy dolls, wove bamboo baskets, 
wove cloth and the like. They struggled for subsistence under bypocritical feudal 
rule, and even dreamed some dreams, but ultimately they were crushed. In 1962-63 

I had spent a year in a village near Lu Xun's birthplace of Shaoxing, and I wrote 

the stcries which I had heard there into the screenplay. The writing went very 
smoothly, and on 10 April I mailed the draft to Guangzhou where some of the film 
company's comrades were reshooting some scenes. In the middle 3d of April the skies 
over Wuhan unexpectedly cleared, and from the 18th on there ccntinued to be bright, 
clear weather, which had been quite uncommon in the previous year. I relaxed 
completely, took a day's journey to East Lake by myself; by the lakeside I lay on 

a carpet of fragrant plants, bathed in sunlight. For many years I have rarely had 
the chance to pass the day in such intimate communication with the spring. I also 
bought some lively fish from Wuchang, which I took back and cooked myself. For the 
last few years I have been bus writing, and I had gotten out of practice in the 
kitchen, so I was surprised to find that my friends who dined with me all agreed that 
my handwork was not totally curde, and their plates, licked as clean as any cat could 
do, eloquently attested that they were not merely being polite. Starting on the 20th 
I once again immersed myself in writing. Before I had never given up my dream of 
collaborating with these mature artists, and the though of sitting in the theater and 
seeing the actors whom I had loved in my youth acting characters I had created myself 
was extremely stimulating. I wanted to deal with Shaoxing again. In the 1960's I 
not only had eaten fermented bean curd and dried mustard pickles for a year in 
Shaoxing and cultivated paddy rice there for a year; I had also spent a year reading 
books on Shaoxing and had made friends with a number of Runtu's [Lu Xun character] 
descendants, as well as many people from an earl er age; for example, the great king, 
Yu, who kept the Chinese from becoming fishes and turtles; Goujian, king of Yueh, 
from the Springs and Autumns period; the great nobles of Yueh, Fan Can, and Wen Zhong; 
the poetic old mand of the Southern Song Dynasty, Lu You; the great Ming Dynasty 
artistic leader Xu Wenchang; the qing Dynasty painters, Chen Laolian and Ren Bonian; 
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and two whom I particularly respected and admired, the Jianhu swordswoman Qiu Jin and 
the literary craftsman Lu Xun. As a result, I was quite dissatisfied with artistic 
and literary works dealing with these historical personages, because the characters 
which they depicted always seemed to be rather remote from the real persons. Could 

I write about them in a lifelike way? Obviously it was impossible, because I 
necessarily had the limitations of my own historical age; but I could write about 
them fro a different angle than my predecessors, with my own understanding of then. 
Life turns as rapidly as the scenery on a stage, and in the wink of an eye 20 years 
have passed; the drafts which I wrote have already perished by the hand of man while 
those which I did not write are fortunately preserved in my memory. The spiritual 
riches which our ancestors requeathed us greatly outnumber their material riches, 

but those who have come later have not made good use of them to repair the path 

of our progress, so that for several thousand years we have been wandering about 

on a rough and bumpy road. In the spring of 1981 my thoughts flew back to the 
spring of 491 BC, when Goujian, king of Yu, his queen and Fan Can were set free after 
3 years of imprisonment and slavery to return to their own land: This was how Act I 
of my historical play “The King of Wu's Battle Axes, the King of Yueh's Swords" 
began. On 1 May I finished the first draft, and on 6 May the film company came from 
Guangzhou to Wuhan. Owing to continuous rainy weather in Lingnan and to certain 
manmade difficulties, their work had not proceeded smoothly, and had bee considerably 
delayed. They had come to discuss revisions of "Bridge of Dreams" with me, and we 
talked it over for an entire week. The, Lan Tianye [5663 1131 6851] came from 
Beijing on behalf of the Beijing Theater to ask what sort of a play I had written 

for them and what progress I was making. All I could do was tell them I had written 
a stale piece which they had already acted; I watched him closely, but I could not 
tell whether he was disappointed or pleased. All of my first drafts are done in 
illegible handwriting: I am the only one in the world who can read them, so I could 
not ask him to look the manuscript over. Lan Tianye, whose speech is so trenchant on 
Stage, is rather taciturm in real life, but the well understood that if he stayed with 
me it could only affect my work; and accordingly he hurried back to Beijing after 
staying only 1 night. At this time I also received some university students and a 
comrade-in-arms from my youth, Peng Jingfeng [1756 5427 7364], who had come from 
Kunming to see me. After I had seen my guests off, I mailed the completed second 
draft of "Bridge of Dreams" to the Changchun Cinematographic Plant, then recopied 

my play. At first I though that I could take the opportunity afforded by my trip 

to Beijing for the poetry prize, to turn the play over to the theater, but 
unexpectedly I was unable to go. The poets who received awards collectively sent 

me a long, warm and effusive letter. It seemed to me that I could rest a bit, but 
starting in April I had received nearly a thousand letters and telegrams, which were 
spread out before me. I have always received letters from my readers, but never 

as many as at this time; « svening, Wang the postman would laughingly present 

me with a pile of them. irefully read the letters and telegrams from those 
strangers, I imagined thei. j,vo0s, their temperments and their appearances, and 
selected the most important ones to be answered. I wes often so moved that I was 
choked with sobs and lost track of the passage of time. 


In the middle of June I received a notice from the cinematic group that I should go 
to the Changchun Cinematographic Factory to see the revised print of the film. It 
was only when I was getting on the train to leave Wuhan had lasted so long! Was I 
chasing after spring, or was spring showing me a special favor? On the 17th I 

arrived in Changchun, and the fragrance of the lilacs ayai assailed me, and I was 
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startled by the jade-like beans on a plate: was this not March in the south? 

The plants in the birch [bai hua] woods had just sent up their tender shoots through 
the wet soil. After I had seen the revised print, I revised the screenplay for 
"Bridge of Dreams” once more. On the 16th I took a day off and made a hasty visit 

to Harbin, which I had long admired. The wind on the Songhua River forces me to put 
on a wool vest. I was obscurely content in spite of myself, that this year I had 
managed to be together with spring for so long, and although there had been wind and 
rain, it had been the wind and rain of spring. Everywhere there is new green, and 
"the fragrant grasses stretch form horizon to horizon.” Multitudes of tender shoots, 
you are the true proof of spring. 


At the moment when the 6th Plenary Session, held in order to consolidate the line of 
the 3d Plenary Session of the llth Central Committee, concluded, my train was rushing 
back to Beijing.

MAO ZEDONG ON PARTY HISTORY RESEARCH

[Text } In his talk at the CCP Central Study Group on 30 March 1942, Comrade 
Mao Zedong said: 


At present, everyone is doing research on Party history. This research is 

essential. If the history of the Party is not clarified and if the course that 

the Party has taken in history is not clarified, then we will not be able to | 
make any further improvements on conditions. This is certainly not to say that 
we cannot manage affairs unless we have clarified every point in its history, 

but it is to say that we must clarify the historical development of the lines and 

policies of the Party. This is essential in doing research on our present line 

and policies, in strengthening education within the Party and in promoting work 

in all areas. We must do research on what our past accomplishments and 

victories were, what our failures were, the upsets of our forward armies and 


the examples of our rear armies. In considering our past course and 
experiences at the present time, we must make a systematic study. A road is 


traveled step by step. How should we do this research? We take the entire 
development of the Party as the subject of our research. Carrying out 
objective research does not mean doing research on only one step but doing 
research on the entire process. It does not mean doing research on separate 
details but doing research on the lines and policies. We must use this kind 

of research to give us a better understanding of our present lines and pokicies, 
to allow us to do our work better and to make even more progress. 


How should we do research on Party history? Marx, Engels, Lenin and Stalin have 
discussed the basic method. It is a comprehensive historical method. In doing 
research on Party history in China, we should of course following this method. 
What I am bringing up today is merely one aspect of this method. To put it.in 
everyday language, I believe that I coyld call it an “an ancient and modern, 
Chinese and foreign" method. This is research in which we clarify the definite 
times and definite spaces in which the problems we are studying developed and to 
takes these problems as historical processes under specific historical con- 
ditions. What we refer to as “ancient and modern" is historical development 

and what we refer to as "Chinese and foreign" means China and foreign countries, 
that is, our side and the other sides. 
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In doing research on Party history, it is essential that we take a comprehensive 
view. Doing research on Party history in this way is scientific. In doing 
research on Party history, it is essential to be scientific and not be subjective. 
When we do research on mistakes in Party history, we should not simply hate a 
few people. If all we do is to hate a few people, this is to consider history 
as being the creation of a minority of people. The historical outlook of 
Marxism is not subjectivism. Rather, we should search out substantial evidence 
concerning and the objective causes of historical events. [Is it enough merely 
to consider objective causes? It is not enough. It is also essential to 
consider the actions of leaders to find which ones had very great effects, 
However, leaders are also objective presences. Taking a "left" stance, taking 

a right stance or committing some error are all objective causes. An 
interpretation can be made once the objective causes have been found.

CORRECTING LEFTIST ERROR OF ‘CONTINUING REVOLUTION' THEORY URGED

[Article: "What Specific Implications Does the Theory of ‘Continuing the 
Revolution Under the Dictatorship of the Proletariat’ Have? Why Must we 
Correct This Slogan of Leftist Error?" ] 


[Text] The "Resolution on Some Historical Problems of the Party Since the 
Founding of the Nation," which was passed at the Sixth Plenary Session of the 
Eleventh Central Committee, negates the theory of "continuing the revolution 
under the dictatorship of the proletariat." This was a reflection of the 
common wish of the people of the nation as a whole and was also completely in 
accord with the basic principles of Marxism-Leninism and of the thought of 
Mao Zedong as well as with the actual concrete circumstances of our nation. 


Some of the major arguments in the theory of "continuing the revolution under 
the dictatorship of the proletariat" appeared systematically in the "May 16 
Notification" and in the report of the 9th Party Congress. The first time that 
that they were used publicly was in an article of 1967 commemorating the 
fiftieth anniversary of the October Revolution in the Soviet Union. In the 
article, the nature of "continuing the revolution” is summarized under six 
Categories. In the "Great Proletarian Cultural Revolution," what implications 
does the phrase “continuing the revolution under the dictatorship of the 
proletariat have?" A concise summary has been made in the “Resolution.” This 
is as follows: A large group of representatives of the capitalist class and of 
counterrevolutionary revisionist elements has made its way into the Party, the 
government, the military forces and into various fields in the sphere of culture 
so that leadership authority in a comparatively great majority of units is not 
longer in the hands of Marxists and of the masses. Those in authority in the 
Party who are taking the capitalist road have formed a capitalist class command 
in the CCP Central Committee. This command takes a revisionist political line 
and organization line and has agents in each province, each city, each 
autonomous district and in each department of the CCP Central Committee. The 
various struggles of the past cannot resolve this problem. The only way we can 
take back the power that has been usurped by the capitalist group is to engage in 
a great cultural revolution in which we openly, comprehensively and from the top 
to the bottom arouse the masses to expose the dark aspect described above. This 
is actually a great political revolution in which one class overthrows another 
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class which will have to be conducted many times in the future. In this, the 
phrase, "this is actually a great political revolution in which one class 
overthrows another class" is the major specific implication of the theory of 
“continuing the revolution under the dictatorship of the proletariat.” 


Obviously, the slogan, “continuing the revolution under the dictatorship of the 
proletariat," of which the specific implication indicated above is the major 
characteristic, is a theory of leftist error and it is essential that we be 
resolute in correcting it. Why do we say this? 


First, these arguments are not in accord with the actual circumstances of our 
nation's political situation. There is no actual basis for the thesis that 

a large group of representatives of the capitalist class and of counter- 
revolutionary revisionist elements has made its way into the Party, the 
government, the military forces and into various fields in the sphere of 
culture and that a comparatively large majority of leadership authority is not 
longer in the hands of Marxists and of the masses. The “faction taking the 
capitalist road" that was struck down by the "Great Proletarian Cultural 
Revolution" was precisely the leading cadres of our Party and or organizations 
at various levels in our nation. That is, there is fundamentally no such thing 
as “capitalist class command" led by Liu Shaoqi and Deng Xiaoping within the 
core forces of the socialist cause or within the Party. Conclusive facts 

prove that the charges of “traitor,” “hidden traitor" and "scab" that were 
leveled against Comrade Liu Shaoqi were entirely put-up charges brought by 

Lin Biao and Jiang Qing. As far as the phrase “openly, comprehensively and 
from the top to the bottom arouse the masses" is concerned, it is in actuality 
cut off from the organization of the Party and is also cut off from the masses. 
After the movement began, all levels of the Party organization were put under 
attack and fell into a paralyzed or semiparalyzed state. Leading cadres at all 
levels of the Party were subjected to criticism and struggle, the organizational 
life of vast numbers of Party members was stopped and many positive elements 
and essential masses upon whom the Party had long relied were expelled. This 
could only result in serious disorder. destruction and retrogression. The 
history of the ten-year period of disorder is eloquent proof of this point, 


Second, the theory of “continuing the revolution" is not only not in accord with 
the actual circumstances of our nation's political situation but it is also 
theoretically in error. 


We know that the central question in the phrase "a great political revolution in 
which one class overthrows another class" should be the question of political 
power. However, in this nation, after the establisment of the national regime 
under the democratic dictatorship of the people, and, particularly after the 
socialist transformation had been basically completed and the exploiting class as 
a class had been eliminated, the economic and political foundations for "a great 
political revolution in which one class overthrows another class" no longer 
existed and there is no necessity for again engaging in a great political 
revolution in which one class overthrows another class. To be sure, this is not 
to say that the mission of the revolution has been completed. Establishing 
socialism and realizing communism is a great revolution unprecedented in human 
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history. However, this type of revolution can only be carried out through the 
socialist system itself and must be carried out under leadership step-by-step 
in an orderly way. It cannot involve taking part in some "great political 
revolution in which one class overthrows another class." 


According to the Marxist viewpoint, after the proletariat has seized national 
power and particularly after the socialist transformation of the system of 
ownership of the materials of production has been completed, the focus of the 
work of the Party should shift immediately from the class struggle to gain 
political power to vigorous development of social productive capacity in order 

to strenthen the material basis of the socialist system and to consolidate the 
dictatorship of the proletariat. Lenin said, “Labor productivity is fundamentally 
the most important thing in assuring the victory of the new social system." If 
we depart from the course of developing productive capacity and put a great effort 
into carrying out " a great political revolution in which one class overthrows 
another class" in the sphere of production relations, putting the struggle with the 
capitalist class in first place, then we will certainly be shifting the cutting 
edge of struggle from the capitalist class to the proletariat itself and to the 
inner circles of the party in power and searching for the so-called agents of 

the capitalist class within the Party. In this way, we will certainly indentify 
the cadres who have leadership authority at various levels as members of the 
“faction taking the capitalist road" and they will become the key targets of the 
revolution to be struggled against. This will inevitably make the large number of 
internal contradictions among the people into a life-and-death class struggle. 

The "Great Proletarian Cultural Revolution" was just this kind of internal 
disorder that was initiated by errors of leadership and that was utilized by 
counterrevolutionary groups to bring severe calamity upon the Party, the nation 
and all groups of the people. We should always remember this lesson.

UNIFYING KNOWLEDGE ON BASIS OF 'RESOLUTION' URGED

study, everyone felt that, having the "Resolution" to provide us with a correct 
summary of the experiences and lessons of the 32 years since the founding of the 
nation, we can discuss our accomplishments with assurance and our failures 
openly and in an aboveboard manner and that we can continued to advance even 
more resolutely in the direction pointed out to us by the Party Central Committee. 
The objective of studying the "Resolution" is to unify the ideology and 
understanding of the entire Party and of all of the people on the basis of the 
"Resolution" in order to stir the spirit and strengthen our solidarity so that

We should see 
whether we have "connected" it with reality, whether it has raised out under- 
Standing of upholding the thought of Mao Zedong, whether we have made a correct 
analysis of our historical experiences since the founding of the nation, and, 
whether, as the result, we have eliminated our errors, developed a 
revolutionary spirit and have done a rapid and good job of economic construction 
and other work. If, in our studies, we have not made connections with the 
actual state of our own thought but only go at it from the standpoints of 
concepts and words or we do not understand the true spirit of the document, 
increasing our understanding of the basic guiding thought while becoming tied up 
with minor historical questions, we will not be able to achieve our objectives 
of achieving unity of knowledge and of increasing our knowledge. 


Summarization of historical experiences is done for the purpose of advancing. 
Past practice went forward under definite subjective conditions. When we 
summarize historical experience in a practical and realistic way, drawing clear 
distinctions between what is right and what is wrong, what our faults were, 

what the subjective factors were, what the social factors were and whether there 
were distinct rights and wrongs, we will then be able to make accomplishments, 
correct our mistakes and advance in a correct direction. The "Resolution" 
points out that upholding truth and rectifying mistakes is the basic standpoint 
of materialist dialectics that our Party must take. A very important point in 
regard to what is called upholding the truth is that safeguards the position 
that the people have already gained in the socialist revolution and in socialist 
construction. What we refer to as rectifying mistakes is correcting things that 
impede and harm the best interests of the people. This is an attitude of 
responsibility to the people.

All «poke as 
they pleased and carried out an enthusiastic and conscientious discussion. They 
regarded the directives of the leading comrades of the Party Central Committee to 

be very timely and extremely important, as they are bound to play a great role in 
promoting the study and implementation by the whole party and the whole country of 
the spirit of the Sixth Plenary Session of the 1lch Party Central Committee and the 
development of the fine situation since the Third Plenary Session. They carried out 
an analysis of the state of leadership laxity and feebleness and the tendency 

toward liberalization on the literary and art front, and they held that whether to 
acknowledge prolietarina literature and art as part of our revolutionary cause or 

to regard them merely as individual undertakings is a question to be solved first 
and foremost. They said that the core upholding the four basic principles is the 
party's leadership, whereas the core of bourgeois liberalization is opposition to 
the party leadership. Those who resort to libevalization and anarchism overestimate 
themselves to the extent that they place themselves even above the party and the 
people. In the case of some, their defects and mistakes simply cannot be touched; 
once they are touched upon, they are liable to scold people. The comrades said that 
we must carry out solemn and correct criticism with respect to such tendencies of 
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deviating from the party leadership and resorting to liberalization. In carrying out 
such criticism, we must seek truth from facts and lay out the facts while exercising 
persuasion; we must study proper methods and make appropriate distinctions; we must 
help people while criticizing them, and make them acquiesce both orally and in their 
hearts. The “leftist” approach of raising matters to the plane of principles 
without restriction, of criticizing and struggling at random, and of attacking people 
indiscriminately can never again be implemented. We must adhere to the implementation 
of the “double hundred" principle and insist on handling contradictions among the 
people correctly. The influence of leftist ideas still exists on the ideological 
front; this must also be firmly corrected and prevented. At the forum, participants 
also made statements about the responsibilities of writers and their relationship 
with the people. They said that, as the party's literary and art workers, they must 
first of all be used by the party and the people. They should create works that are 
uplifting, healthy, and inspiring to the people. They should create spiritual wealth 
for the people and guide the readers and masses to love our socialist motherland 
ardently, and not anything to the contrary. The erroneous tendencies in literary 
works and the performing arts of pursuing what is bizarre and propagating sex, of 
making people feel negative about life and causing wholesome social effects, warrant 
our attention. As they made these statements, they urgently felt that writers 

and artists must penetrate life and go to the burning hot circles of life in the 
construction of the four modernizations in order to absorb their nutrition. At the 
forum, some comrades carried out criticism and self-criticism.

CORRECT USE OF CRITICISM, SELF-CRITICISM URGED

Helps To Resolve Contradictions" ] 


[Text] The "Resolution" adopted by the Sixth Plenum of the llth Party Congress 
pointed out: "The weapon of criticism and self-criticism must be correctly ap- 
plied to overcome various erroneous ideas that deviate from the correct princi- 
ples of the party." The symposium to discuss problems on the ideological front 
held recently, which was sponsored by the Central Committee Propaganda Department, 
also emphasized the unfolding of criticism and self-criticism to help overcome 
various erroneous tendencies. Conducting criticism and self-criticism is a hall- 
mark distinguishing our party from other political parties. We should revive and 
carry forward the party's fine tradition and conduct criticism and self-criticism 
positively and correctly so as to change the laxity, make distinct progress in 
our work on the ideological front, and bring about a new atmosphere in all as- 
pects of life. 


The party Central Committee has set a good sample in the question of practicing 
criticism and self-criticism. Many party organizations have gradually revived 
the fine style of criticism and self-criticism. But we should realize that 

quite a few units appear to be weak in the course of criticizing unhealthy ten- 
dencies. Unable to draw a clear ideological line and distinguish right from 
wrong, they allow unhealthy tendencies to spread unchecked; this has brought 
about a certain state of laxity. This phenomenon has its social and historical 
roots. Leaving aside what happened in the distant past, we find that in the 
“great cultural revolution” the leftist mistakes confused us with foes and en- 
larged the scope of class struggle. Lin Biao and the "gang of four" incited 
indiscriminate criticism, struggle and wanton attacks, harming large numbers of 
good comrades and undermining the traditional style of criticism and self- 
criticism. As a result, democratic life within the party and among the people 
was upset and this left a serious aftermath. Now some people are worried when 
they hear about launching of criticism. Unable to draw a dividing line between 
criticism and the big stick, they equate the launching of correct criticism with 
coming down with a big stick. Some comrades ask: Is it not likely that conduct- 
ing criticism will intensify contradictions beyond remedy, seeing that we are 
confronted with a number of contradictions and problems? They think it advisable 
to use the weapon of criticism less or not at all. This view is obviously not 
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correct. True, we are confronted with many contradictions and problems, partic- 
ularly day-to-day contradictions among the people. We should look reality in 
its face; we cannot avoid contradictions. If we do not criticize erroneous ten=- 
dencies and do not carry out education and if we refuse to have anything to do 
with them, contradictions will then be transformed and there will be trouble. 

To be sure, contradictions which are different in character must be resolved in 
different ways. For example, the contradiction between the ever-growing material 
and cultural needs of the people and the backward social production is a non- 
antagonistic contradiction which should be resolved by vigorous development of 
production. Also, due to internal factors and international influence, class 
struggle still exists within a certain limit and the ideological influence of 
the exploiting classes and the nonproletarian class is still present after the 
exploiting classes have been eliminated in our society. Thus, the dust of 
capitalism, feudalism and small producers’ habits will blow in our direction, 
and the contradiction between proletarian ideology and nonproletarian ideology 
is bound to find reflections in our ranks. But, after all, most of these con- 
tradictions are a matter of epistemology, a matter of style, and a matter of 
work; they are contradictions between materialism and idealism, between dialec- 
tics and metaphysics. They do not manifest themselves as class struggle. They 
are contradictions among people. These contradictions and problems are abso- 
lutely not to be resolved with the method of class struggle; they can only be 
resolved by holding discussions, unfolding criticism and self-criticism, carry- 
ing out persuasive education and applying democratic centralisn. 


Conducting criticism and self-criticism is an important way to resolve the con- 
tradictions within the party and among the people. Then, why are some comrades 
still afraid that conducting criticism will intensify contradictions? One im- 
portant reason is that when summing up historical experience they keep in mind 
only the erroneous historical experience and forget the correct historical ex- 
perience. There are two kinds of criticism. One kind is simple and rough 
criticism. This kind of criticisms does not proceed from a desire for unity; 

it even twists facts and arbitrarily elevates questions to the plane of prin- 
ciple, to the extent of hurling unprincipled insults, and forbids explanation 
and defense by the person criticized. This method of criticism is really con- 
trary to the "three-not" policy. It produces very undesirable results and 
sometimes leads to intensification of contradictions. The other kind of criti- 
cism is sincere, good-intentioned and serious criticism. Shortcomings and mis- 
takes are pointed out in comradely fashion on the basis of facts for the purpose 
of helping and educating comrades and furthering unity. The critic and the per- 
son criticized are on a completely equal footing; the person criticized may ex- 
plain and object to criticism. Thus, on the basis of distinguishing right from 
wrong, ideas are brought into line with the party line and policies. We should 
bear in mind the two kinds of historical experience and see to it that the 
weapon of criticism and self-criticism is taken up but excessive struggle is 
avoided. To unfold criticism correctly, it is necessary to have a desire for 
unity and to bear in mind that past mistakes are studied for the purpose of 
avoiding future ones, sickness is cured for the purpose of saving the patient, 
and thrashing out ideological problems is aimed at uniting comrades. Second, 

we must seek truth from facts, know proper limits and leave some leeway. Third, 
we must convince the person criticized with reason, present facts, listen to 
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reason, and criticize in a gentle and mild way, like a warm bath. Fourth, we 
must permit countercriticism. In addition, we should lay stress on self- 
criticism because criticism can play its part only through self-criticism. If 
we learn how to apply the weapon of criticism and self-criticism under the new 
historical conditions, application of the weapon will lend itself to correctly 
resolving contradictions and will not have side effects, still less lead to the 
intensification of contradictions. Thus our causes will certainly be advanced 
through the correct use of criticism and self-criticisn.

HUANAN TEACHER'S COLLEGE REINFORCES STUDENTS' IDEOLOGICAL WORK

trial that (Han Enge) and three other criminals who committed crimes after 
reform and education will lose their urban registration certificates and will 
be sent to places where they are unlikely to commit crime .o be reformed 
through labor. 


Through efforts of all circles, public security in Tianjin has taken a turn for 
the better. Criminal activities have been curtailed. The number of criminal 
cases, especially big cases, declined in the July-October period. However, 

we must realize the public security problem in Tianjin has not been solved. 
Crime is still serious. Criminal cases have increased. Many factors have 
contributed to this. 


At the trial, the deputy mayor of Tianjin, Zhao Jun, urged party and government organs 
and judicial departments at all levels to advance on the basis of achievements, 

brave difficulties, go all out to win the struggle to straighten out social order 

and strive to make an obvious improvement in public security in Tianjin by the 

end of this year.

EDUCATIONAL TIES WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES EXPANDING 
0W131422 Beijing AINHUA in English 1242 GMT 13 Nov 81 


[Text] Beijing, November 13 (XINHUA)--China is expanding educational excharges 
with foreign countries and shifting from exchange of students to cooperative 
research, according to the Ministry of Education. 


Colleges in China have since last year sponsored a number of international 
symposiums on Chinese history, classic Chinese and higher mathematics. Some 
400 Chinese scholars have attended more than 200 academic seminars abroad in 
the past two years. 


Qinghua University in Beijing and Michigan University of the U.S. have joined 
hands in research on pollution of Shanghai's Huangpu River, based on theories 
of systems engineering. The Shanghai Environmental Protection Bureau also 
took part in the study, which is financed by both the Chinese Government 

and the National Science Foundation of the United States. 


The Chinese Government encourages its colleges to consult directly with their 
counterparts in other countries on exchange of students, teachers, papers and 
data and on cooperative research. Some 50 Chinese colleges have already 
established relations with 80 colleges in the United States. 


The Education Ministry has sent 6,709 students to study in 52 countries since 
1976. About 80 percent of them major in science and engineering; 1,378 have 

_ already completed their studies and returned. In addition, the Chinese Academy 
of Sciences has sent abroad over 1,000 people. 


Future priority will be given to students of agronomy, animal husbandry, light 
industry, economic management, energy and law. Special attention will also be 
given to social sciences and humanities. Most of the students will take 
graduate courses rather than undergraduate since Chinese colleges can provide 
places. 


Nearly 2,000 foreign students from 76 countries are now studying in more than 
40 Chinese colleges. Half of them are majoring in the liberal arts and the 
rest in medicine and engineering. In addition, China opened short-term classes 
for 1,800 foreign students this year. 
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China's colleges have taken various measures in the past few years to impreve 
the foreign students’ living conditions, which are usually better than those 
of their Chinese schoolmates. As thev sre first of all students, the main 
consideration of the colleges is to provide them with good teaching. A 
number of meetings have been held this year to improve the teaching for 
foreign students. 


Exchanges of teachers have also developed in the past few years. Some 120 
Chinese professors and associate professors are now teaching abroad. In 
addition, more than 40 Chinese teachers have given lecture tours overseas 
on invitation this year. 


China now has some 500 foreign teachers of language and social science. 
Another 300 give short-term courses each year. These foreign teachers have 
been generally praised as competent, hard-working and friendly to the 
Chinese people.

HAINAN MEETING ON TIDYING UP SOCIAL ORDER

Their legal rights are 
protected by the law. No individual, commune or brigade can use any pretext to 
expel households which moved in from other places with the approval of the 
leaders. If they do so, and if there any serious consequences, they will be 
punished according to law. 


Our country is a socialist family. We should care for each other and help each 
oth_r like brothers and sisters. When someone suffers from disasters, everybody 
should render their help. This is a new socialist custom. Some households 

lost their land and houses because of natural disasters, and they have no choice 
but to move away and settle in other places. We must sympathize with them and 
care for them and create the conditions for them to resume production so as to 
realize salvation through production. It is unlawful and against social morality 
if we deprive them of their food, their means of production and their houses. 

If we do so, we will be condemned by public opinion. Moreover, who can be

COLLEGE (GRADUATES ADMONISHED TO ACCEPT WORK ASSIGNMENTS 
Beijins; BEIJING RIBAO in Chinese 28 Sep 81 p 1 


[Article by BEIJING RIBAO commentator: “An Examination Question That Must Be 
Correctly Answered"] 


[Text] Nearly 13,000 college students, the first group admitted into the municipality's 
institutes of higher learning since the smashing of the "gang of four," are entering 
into the last term in school. The students are confronted with many examination 
questions which will determine whether they are qualified to be graduates. One of 

the impor':ant questions is their attitude toward work assignments after leaving 

school. 


This question is being considered by all students now. We are glad to hear that a 
number of students have long made idéological preparations to obey state work 
assignments. They stated that they will leave it to the organization to arrange 
where to go and what to do. Apart from this, however, there are two situations 
arising. 


1. Some students are still in a contradictory state of mind. It is difficult for 
them to voice objection to state assignments of work. If they express an intention 
to obey state work assignments, what can they do, by any chance, the job assigned 
is not their liking? 


2. There are some students who are not thinking along the right lines. They have 
already spread the word, they "will strive to stay in Beijing” or at least to go to 
major cities like Shanghai or Tianjin. As for jobs, they will pick. If the job is 
arduous and the benefits are poor, they will not take it. 


Actually, obeying state work assignments should never be a problem to students 
graduating from socialist colleges. Recall the situation prior to the “great 
Cultural Revolution" when large numbers of graduating students vied with one another 
on the eve of leaving school to go to frontier areas, to the grassroots, to hardship 
localities. Their spirit--putting overall interests first and taking the whole 
country as home--has become a glorious tradition extolled by people. Yet now it 
becomes a problem to some graduating students. This situation is not strange if we 
analyze the influence exercised on them by the "10 years of civil disturbance" and 
take into account the unhealthy tendencies within the party and the weakening of 
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ideological and political work in school. What can we do? We still think education 
should be the answer. Schools should stress education for students at an early date 
concerning work assignments. Students should be encouraged to educate themselves. 


On the question of work assignments after graduation, there are indeed many things 
which each prospective college graduates should seriously think about and ponder. 
For instance, why are our universities called socialist universities? Fundamentally 
speaking, their tasks are to foster talented persons with socialist awakening, deep 
cultural and scientific knowledge and able to serve socialism and the people heart 
and soul. If after leaving colleges they will not obey even state work assignments, 
how can they be expected to serve socialism and the people? Are they worthy of 
being called socialist colleges graduates? 


Further, they should ponder over this fact: It is not easy for the state to support 

a college graduate. The actual conditions of our country being what they are, the 

number of students admitted into colleges account for only 4-5 percent of senior 

middle school graduates this year, and a much smaller proportion of the youths of 

the same age. At present, the state is required in general to invest 3,000-4,000 

yuan in support of one 4-year college student. In other words, to support one 

college student, scores of peasants will have to use their total annual income. 

Why do the state, the people and the school faculty members pay such a heavy price 

and exert their mental efforts?

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"RENMIN RIBAO’ ON SOCIAL EFFECTS OF DRAMA

[Article by Du Gao [2629 7559]: "We Should Pay Attention to the Social Effects 
of Drama--Speaking of Gorki's Opposition to the Stage Performance of ‘The Devils'"] 


[Text] Im September 1913, Gorki strongly opposed the Moscow Arts Theatre for 
staging Dostoyevsky's novel "The Devils.” This } roduced wide repercussions in 

the Russian literature and art circles and was fiercely attacked by the 

bourgeois papers at that time. Some people who advocated “absolute freedom 

for literature and art" also condemned Gorki for "attempting to establish 
censorship on the freedom of artists.” Only the Bolshevik papers enthusiastically 
supported this correct view of Corki. 


Gorki opposed staging Dostoyevsky's "The Devils" and other novels, but he never 
totally denied Dostoyevsky's literary achievements. Nor did he write off in 

an oversimplified and crude way the truth of social life and the complexity 

of man's spiritual characters reflected in Dosteyevsky"s novels. On the 
contrary, he praised Dostoyevsky as a genius of Russian literature. However, 
judging from the needs of social reality and from the influence of drama on the 
audience, it was harmful to adapt and stage works like "The Devils." Gorki said 
that Dostoyevsky depicted deeply and with keen pleasure the passiveness of the 
Russian natural character which was formed in a subservient life tortured by 
hideous history and bitterness. However, it was not this character that had 
created and developed the Russian culture at all. These extremelv distorted 
souls were not the least worthy of the audience's appreciation. Gorai 

solemnly stated: At a historical moment when storms and thundering rains vere 
approaching, and when we were trying to “arouse to the greatest extent all 
positive forces...is it time to appreciate such abnormal hideousness?" Why 
must we direct our attention to these morbid phenomena of our national 
psychology, this abnormal hideousness?" 


What is most worthy of attention is that Gorki found that if these hideous 
abnormal things were to spread like pernicious mushrooms in social life, they 
would poison the children and young people. They would imbue the people with 
a sentiment of indifference, despair and weariness toward life, reality and 
the motherland's destiny. He appealed to true artists to read carefully the 
investigation sheets concerning how the souls of secondary students wer 
poisoned in various ways. 
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We can see that when Gorki solemnly mentioned "social effects," he was thinking 
of the motherland and people which were much more important and valuable than 
the “great Dostoyevsky.” It was this burning and deep patriotic feeling 

ani firm stand in safeguarding the people that caused acute antagonism and 
contention between this proletarian writer and various bourgeois writers and 
artists on dramas for performance. 


This has made me think of some arguments on the social effects of dramas for 
performance which have taken place since last year. At a forum to discuss 
dramas for performance which was convened in the spring of last year, serious 
discussions took place concerning three plays--"The Imposter," "The Woman 
Thief" and "In the Social Files." Im view of the unhealthy influence of some 
erroneous social trends of thought on theatrical creation and inadequate 
understanding of life and artistic expression of our writers, the forum 
solemnly put forth that our writers had to pay great attention to the social 
effects of their works. 


What happened later showed that not all comrades agree to and accepted this 
correct view. Some comrades regard “social effects" as a "stick." Others 
suspected that "even if this was not a stick, it is a ‘restriction’ on creativity.” 
Still others thought the “social effects” of putting forth social effects itself 
were not good. Some more biased comrades held that if we did not support the 
staging of scripts like "The Imposter” and "The Woman Thief" for fear that their 
social effects might not be very good, we would be going against the double 
hundred policy, restricting the freedom of creativity and even imposing 
“disguised bans on drama." In the spring of this year, a theatrical magazine 
warmly praised a local theatrical troupe for performing "The Woman Thief,” “The 
Imposter" and "The Victory of a Brave Man." It also carried a special article 
entitled "Welcome to ‘Woman Thief’ to the Stage of Modern Drama.” From this we 
can see what a striking difference there is between some of our comrades’ views 
on the social effects of dramas for performance and that expounded by Gorki. 
Some comrades regarded staging "the Woman Thief" and "The Imposter" as a method 
of “ideological emancipation.” Gorki once said to those writers and artists 

whe had an “extreme love of freedom": "What do you expect to emancipate 
yourselves from? Are you not trying to emancipate yourselvc:; from °'1 the 
responsibilities of a min and a citizen?™ How well he put it! 


The reason why Gorki opposed adapting and staging "The Devils" was also that 

he saw that drama had its own artistic characteristics and was aware that its 
appeal to the masses was stronger and more direct than other artistic forms. 

He said, "i believe that reading Dostoyevsky's books is on« thing an“ seeing 
images which were created by him and are animated by actors and actresses of 

the arts theater with remarkable skills is another.” He held that in reading 
books, the readers could correct the leading characters’ thinking but the 
performance on the stage could take the audience from a disputable ideological 
range to a persuading and hypnotizing range. It was more convincing and complete 
than books. 
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These views of Gorki are still of positive guiding significance to theatrical 
workers today. In our times, the relations between drama and the people have 
become even closer. Drama is exerting an extensive and deep spiritual influence 
on the masses, especially on teenagers. Therefore, the social effects of 
theatrical performances are of greater and more pressing significance than 

in the times of Gorki when this question was put forth, The times demand that 
our drama must exert a fine, healthy and positive spiritual influence on the 
audience and must be conuucive to building a socialist spiritual civilization. 
We should believe that in our times, the audience's artistic tastes will 
progress and will never retrogress.

HOUSE CONSTRUCTION ON ARABLE LAND PROHIBITED

[Article: "Halt Rural House Construction Encroachment on Cultivated Land; Autonomous 
Region People's Government Issues Urgent Notice"] 


[Text] The Autonomous Region People's Government recently issued an urgent notice on 

halting rural building of houses that encroaches on cultivated land. This notice 

called upon all provincial administrative offices, municipal and county people's 

governments, and all departments subordinate to the region to strengthen leadership 

over construction of rural dwellings, and halt the indiscriminate takeover of cultivated | 
land to build houses, or the practice of enlarging house foundations at will that is 

taking places in some rural villages. 


The notice said that in the wake of an upturn ir the rural economic situation, in 
recent years rural commune member building of houses in the Ningxia Autonomous Region 
has boomed as never before since the founding of the People's Republic. However, 
because of a lack of comprehensive planning and strict management, in some communes 
and brigades a situation has come about in which some people encroach, as they please, 
on collectively owned cultivated land to build houses or expand the foundations of 
their dwellings. Particularly serious is that some households do not build on commune 
and brigade uniformly designated sites, but rather take it upon themselves to build 
on private plots or in fields for which they are responsible. Unless this state of 
affairs is halted, inevitably a tremendous decrease in cultivated land will result 

to the impairment of agricultural production. 


The Autonomous Region People's Government urgent notice on halting rural house 
construction encroachment on cultivated land called for the following: 


1. Each municipality and county people's government is to closely monitor and 

intensify management of approvals of applications from rural commune members to build 
houses and use land, clearly specify specific responsibility of units concerned, and 
establish a system for applications and approvals. In addition, they should educate 
rural cadres and commune members in proper handling of relationships between individuals 
and the collective, on the relationship between immediate and long-range benefits, 

on the preserv .tion of cultivated land and conservation in the use of land, and 
positively not permit any person or unit to arbitrarily occupy or indiscriminately use 
cultivated land. 
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2. In the building of houses, commune members are to adhere to unified plans and 
equitable distribution, and where conditions permit, the building of multi-storied 
houses should be advocated. Flatland communes, brigades, and production teams should 
adapt general methods to local situations in accordance with rural planning demands 
to make house construction plans. Full use should be made of wastelands, poor 
quality land and old sites to avoid, insofar as is possible, use of cultivated land 
and fine fields. Where conditions permit in mountain communes and brigades, there 
should be unified planning and equitable distribution to make fullest use of mountain 
Slopes and wasteland. 


3. When Yellow River irrigation area commune members build houses, they should not 
upset existing site planning. When commune members want to build houses on planned 
sites, they will make application and the production team will designate an area, 
which when approved by the production brigade, will be reported to the commune for 
approval. When commune members seek to build houses outside planned sites, they will 
be generally refused. Plans must be reported to municipal and county people's govern- 
ments for approval. In communes and brigades plans have not been drawn up, when 
commune members want to build houses, after the individual has made application, 

it may be approved in accordance with request and approval procedures for commune 
member building of houses on planned sites. After plans have been prepared, a 
supplemental report is to be made to municipal or country governments for examination 
and approval. When readjustment or removal of sites is required, municipal or county 
people's government approval must be given. When commune members in mountain regions 
build houses, the individual must make application, which is concurred in by the 
production team, authenticated by the production brigade, and approved by the commune. 





For the building of houses and use of land by people's communes, commue and brigade 
enterprises, and public utilities, reports will be made for examination and approval 
in accordance with national land requisition methods and the autonomous people's 
government regulations. 


4, Depending on the number of persons and how many generations are to be housed, 

the area of newly built commune member houses in flatland Yellow River diversion 
irrigation areas will be limited to from 2 to 4 fen of land per household. Production 
team calculations call for an average use of no more than 3 fen of land per household. 
The area occupied by the foundation of mountain region commune member dwellings may 

be set by municipal or county people's governments themselves on the basis of the 
cultivated land situation locally. However, wetlands, dammed areas, or good quality 
land may not be taken over. 


Units and individuals who have unauthorizedly and privately taken over the use of 
collective cultivated land to build houses shall have their punishments decided by 

the collective whose cultivated land they encroached upon. Ali houses built prior to 
the handing down of State Council (1981) Document No 57 shall be inspected and 

recorded by communes, and studied and handled according to circumstances. For houses 
currently under construction, construction should stop at once. Those who will not 

heed and go ahead to encroach on collectively owned cultivated land to build houses 
shall, depending on the seriousness of the case, be fined, pay compensation for damages, 
have their structures razed, and the land taken back, or be subject to criminal 
investigation for responsibility. 
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State cadres, staff or workers with families in rural villages may not wilfully occupy 
land in cities and towns to build houses. 


5. All municipality and county people's government shall conduct diligent investigation 
into the status of implementation of State Council (1981) Document No 57, reporting 
the investigation results to the autonomous government people's government.

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LENIN, MAO REEVALUATION URGED

[Text Lenin's Theories Cannot be ‘Upheld’ in Thetr Totality 


Let us now try to discuss "Uphold Leninism." 


Stalin expressed the opinion that “Leninism is the Marxiem of the era of imperialism 
and of the proletarian revolution. More precisely, Leninism is in the theory and 
tactics or the proletarian revolution, and in particular the theories and tactics 

of the proletarian dictatorship."! ‘This definition of Lenirism bestows on Leninism 
a worldwide significance. It means that Veninism is an effective guide for the 
prolctarian revolutions and ;roletarian distatorships of all countries during the 
era of imperialism and proletarian revolutivn, Are the facts really like that? 


Lenin's “On the Intensification of Class Struggle” Overestimates the Forces Working 
for a Reactionary Restoration 


Lenin shattered the Marx-Engels doctrine that revolution must first be successful 
in the advanced capitalist countries; he achieved the first revolutionary victory 
in a country (Russia) that was not an advanced capitalist cowntry. Among Lenin's 
outstanding achievements, this breakthrough was of a particuiarl; important world- 
wide historical significance. However, due to certain historicil and social con- 
ditions, Lenin also committed quite a few “leftist” errors in the course of the 
Russian socialist revolution and construction, although in theory he was always 
for suppressing “leftist” teidencies. As mentioned above, Lenin's “war communism" 
theories and policies were very “beftist." The theory of the probetarian dictator- 
ship tat Lenin put forward and strongly propagate: during the period of war 
commuiist also had a "leftist" tendency. By 1920, Lenin strongly emphasized that 
after the proletariat has seized power, the struggle between the proletariat and 
the bourgeoisie "will become more wide-ranging, more intense and wore brutal."2 

Not only did he believe "the resistance of the bourgeoisie, because of their 
imminent overthrow,will grow ten times more violent," but he aiso believed that 
throughout the entire historical period of socialism "the exploiters will harbor 
hopes of effecting a restoration and will also turn from hoping to taking 
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restorative action."4 Moreover, one of Lenin's conclusions was that "small-scale 
production will naturally, day-by-day, spontaneously and in large measure create 
capitalism and produce a bourgeoisie ."'> Obviously, Lenin was very much over- 
estimating the strength of the resistance that the overthrown class would offer. 
His thesis that small-scale production constitutes a powerful threat for 
socialism was also erroneous, 


Lenin's Theories of "Unconditional Centralism" and “Dictatorial Leadership" Were 
Also Improper 


Related with his mistaken conclusions in the question of class struggle were some 
of his mistaken views on the proletarian dictatorship and socialist democracy. 
After the October Revolution, Lenin attached considerable importance to the ques- 
tion of building up democracy and collective leadership, but on the other hand 

he overly emphasized dictatorship and repressive measures, stressing “the 
implementation of an unconditional dictatorship and extremely strict discipline." 
At the same time Lenin even went so far as to equate dictatorial leadership with 
class dictatorship. This runs counter to the principles of Marxism. In his 

book "Left Wing Communism--An Infantile Disorder," Lenin emphasized the unity of 
leader and party, but did not mention that the party leader should submit to the 
control of the party organization and the party members. Lenin also criticized 
the formulation: "Party dictatorship or class dictatorship? Dictatorship of the 
Leadership (the party of the leader) or dictatorship of the masses (the party of 
the masses)?"7 The ideological guideline of unconditional centralization and 
dictatorship of the leadership will cause all power to be overly centralized and 
democracy seriously crippled. By the Stalin era, individual dictatorship replaced 
collective leadership and socialist democracy. The cult of the personality became 
tremendously inflated.

The "Intensification of Class Struggle" and as well as the "Theory of Dictatorial 
Leadership" drove Soviet Russia's political life to become irregular and created 
an extremely bai impression in the international communist movement. 


Leninism Is Facing a Challenge 
Leninism Challenged by Eurocommunism 


At present Leninism is also seriously challenged by Eurocommunism. Leninism 
says: "Socialism can be established by the proletariat of capitalist countries 
only by means of violent revolution."8 Eurocommunism says: No, not necessarily. 
Many countries can achieve socialism by peaceful democratic ways. Marx said so 
100 years ago for England, now it seems many other countries could do the same. 


Leninism says: "Countries in which socialism has been victorious must establish 

a dictatorship of the proletariat." Eurocommunism says: No, a dictatorship of the 
proletariat is not needed. The concept of proletarian dictatorship conjures up 
images of violence and dictatorship. 


Leninism says: Only the communist party can lead the proletarian revolution.!9 


Eurocommunist says: The communist party is not the only party of the working class. 
The socialdemocratic party (socialist party, workers’ party) can also be the 
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political party of the working lass. The communist party must form an alliance 
with all leftist political parties, and in this alliance all parties should have 
equal status, so that the communist party must not demand to be “leading” party. 


Leninism says: The communist party must institute one-party rule.41 Eurocommunism 
says: No, there is no need for a one-party rule, rather a multi-party system 
should be adopted, and oppositional parties must remain and be allowed their 
activities. The communist party is not the state incarnate, but merely one sector 
of the state, the "new type of politica] party of mass character," but we must not 
equate party and state. 


Leninism says: The communist party must institute a "democratic centralism" of 
outstanding leadership personages and centralized power. 12 Eurocommunism says: 
The Soviet-style "democratic centralism" must not be instituted. The Soviet-style 
“democratic centralism" is in actual fact a system of bureaucratic centralization 
of state power, a system of ordering people about. The communist party must 
institute democratic socialism, must allow the people a larger measure of demo- 
cratic freedoms and rights. 


The Theories of Eurocommunism Are Closer to Present European Conditions Than 
Leninism 


The Eurocommunism exemplified by the communist parties of Spain, Italy and France 
may be said to be a 20th century Europeanized Marxism. The Secretary General of 
the Spanish Communist Party, Carrillo said: "What is the meaning implied in the 
term ‘'Eurocommunism'? Simply expressed, it means applying revolutionary Marxism 
to the actual conditions of our countries."13 Obviously, in the eyes of the 
European communists, many principles of Leninism cannot be applied to the developed 
capitalist countries of present-day Europe. That is why these countries, basing 
themselves on the fundamental principles of Marxism put forward many theses that 
are poles apart from certain particular conclusions of Leninism. They even go so 
far as not to speak of Marxism-Leninism, but rather of revolutionary Marxism or 
scientific socialism as the ideological guideline of the party. Whether the 
theories of Eurocommunism are correct would require their test through practical 
experience, but considering the present conditions in Europe, the theories of 
Eurocommunism seem somewhat closer to the realities, while quite a few of Lenin- 
ism's conclusions would seem to require a realistic reexamination as to their 
continued validity. 


Stalin Overestimated the International Significance of Leninism 


Stalin emphatically pointed out that Leninism is not merely a Russified Marxisn, 
but is a universal truth of important international significance.14 This Stalinist 
thesis has already been undermined by time. His estimation of Leninism seems to 
be much too high. However, Leninism supplemented Marxism is one highly important 
point, namely in the idea that a country which is not a developed capitalist coun- 
try can take the lead and all by itself gain victory in the socialist revolution. 
This is indeed of worldwide significance. 
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How to “Uphold Mao Zedong Thought?" 

These questions being complex like this, the case of “Upholding Marxism-Leninism" 
cannot be simplitied that much, but indeed requires much careful consideration, 
drawing on collective wisdom and absorbing all useful ideas. 


Latest Definition of Mao Zedong Thought by the CCP 





Now how about "Upholding Mao Zedong Thought"? This concept, the Mao Zedong 
Thought, was never clearly defined in the past. In the "Resolution on Certain 
Questions in the History of Our Party Since the Founding of the PRC," adopted at 
the Sixth Plenary Session of the CCP, the concept was explained as follows: 

"The Chinese communists, with Comrade Mao Zedong as their chief representative, 
made a theoretical synthesis of China's unique experience in its protracted revolu- 
tion in accordance with the basic principles of Marxism-Leninism. This synthesis 
constituted a scientific system of guildelines befitting China's conditions, and 
it is this synthesis which is Mao Zedong Thought, the product of the integration 
of the universal principles of Marxism-Leninism with the concrete practiee of the 
Chinese revolution....Mao Zedong Thought is Marxism-Leninism applied and developed 
in China; it constitutes a correct theory, a body of correct principles and a sum- 
mary of the experiences that have been confirmed in the practice of the Chinese 
revolution, a crystallization of the collective wisdom of the Chinese Commmist 
Party. Many outstanding leaders of our party made important contributions to the 
formation and development of Mao Zedong Thought, and they are synthesized in the 
scientific works of Comrade Mao Zedong." 


This "Resolution" of the CCP makes the following four points clear: 
1. Mao Zedong Thought is the guiding ideology of the CCP; 


2. Mao Zedong Thought is not the personal thought of Mao Zedong, but the crystal- 
lization of the collective wisdom of the CCP; 


3. Mao Zedong Thought is Marxism-Leninism applied and developed in China; 
4. Mao Zedong Thought is embodied in the "scientific works” of Mao Zedong. 
Obviously, the concept of Mao Zedong Thought is now clear and definite. 
Unscientific Elements in Mao Zedong's Works 


However, speaking of “upholding Mao Zedong Thought" still would require a few 
questions to be cleared up. 


First, what are the "scientific works" of Mao Zedong that "synthesize" Mao Zedong 
Thought? Can all of Mao Zedong's works be called "scientific works"? Are there 
also "unscientific works"? Do the “scientific works" also contain unscientific 
theses? These questions can hardly be answered without a very conscientious study 
of Mao Zedong's works. 
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It is true, there are quite a number of scientific inferences in Mao Zedong's 

works that can stand the test of practical experience. This point is cleared 
exhaustively in the "Resolution" of the CCP, but Mao Zedong's works are certainly 
not “axiomatic truth on every page," much less “axiomatic truth in every sentence." 
This brings up the question of distinguishing the correct from the incorrect and 
keeping the valid truths apart from the falsehoods. For instance, "On the New 
Democracy" is an important work, on Mao Zedong guiding the new-democratic revolu- 
tion. This work is also mentioned by the CCP in their "Resolution" when explaining 
the content of Mao Zedong Thought. But this “scientific work" also contains 
unscientific components. Forty years ago, Mao Zedong said in this piece of writing 
that the capitalist social system is “already' ‘nearing its end and at its last 
gasp, human life is intolerable and can't go on much longer, in the morning people 
worry about what will happen in the evening’ and the whole system will soon become 
a museum piece. "15 But in actual fact, capitalism is still to this day in a state 
of development and certainly not near death. Very obviously, Mao Zedong under- 
estimated the vitality of the capitalist world and had no wnderstanding of the 
developmental law of capitalism. At the same time we accepted as a doctrine 
Lenin's idea of the approaching doom of imperialism, without analyzing new data 

in order to obtain new conclusions. 


Another example: "On Protracted Warfare" is an important work, containing Mao 
Zedong's military ideas, in which he’ reached many scientific conclusions, but 

some of his views and conclusions are incorrect. In this work Mao Zedong says: 

"The war of aggression launched by the rulers of Japan will end in ttheir' defeat 

and will possibly touch off the revolution of the Japanese people. The day when the 
Japanese people will win their victory in their revolution will be the day when 

they will reform. This is closely linked with the Chinese war of resistance and 
this is a future prospect that we shall certainly see come about."16 Very obviously, 
Mao Zedong was overoptimistic in his estimation of' the Japanese "people's revolu- 
tion." The actual developments were that during the 8 years of the Chinese war of 
resistance, there was no revolutionary movement at all in Japan. After the defeat 

of the Japanese aggressors, the Japanese "people's revolution" became less and less 
a prospect. 


Another example: to take all of the fifth volume of the "Selected Works of Mao 
Zedong" as “scientific works," would be to make a grievous mistake because many 
articles in that volume are neither practical nor realistic. These articles 

reflect a "leftist" viewpoint and reflect Mao Zedong's mental state when'he was 
beginning to become conceited and s.lf-satisfied and to lack ‘sufficient caution and 
circumspection. The article "On the Correct Handling of Contradictions Among the 
People," which appears in the fifth volume of the "Selected Works," is a most famous 
article, and also the one which the present CCP Central Committee holds in high 
esteem. But this “scientific work" also contains unscientific sections. Marx 

once said: "Striving for democracy is one of the objectives of the revolution of 
the working class."17 But in this article, Mao Zedong says: "This thing called 
democracy at times appears | if it were the objective, while in actual fact it is 

a kind of means to and end."“8 This viewpoint of Mao Zedong, which runs counter to 
Marxism, was then later to become one of the ideological sources for his autocratic 
dictatorship. When he came to discuss in the same article the problem of the 
intellectuzls, he said that most of the country's intellectuals approve of the 
socialist system, but he also added that a large number of them "will require a long 
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period of time for a thorough remolding of their world view." This means that the 
irtellectuals would remain branded as "bourgeois" for a long time. All these ideas 
are divorced from reality. 


A “Research Team" for a Penetrating Study of Mao Zedong's Works Should be Estab-'::)): 
lished 


In the more than 100 years since Marx died, a large number of intellectuals, theor- 
ists and scholars have immersed themselves in the study of his works. Some coun- 
tries have even made Marxism a special field of study at their universities. These 
studies have produced certain results, but to this day no authoritative work has 

yet been produced that states the rights and wrongs, the truths and falsehoods, 

the merits and demerits of all the viewpoints expressed in Marx's writings. As 

to Mao Zedong's writings, the Chinese have become very familiar with them, especial- 
ly with some of his famous theses which some people have heard so many times that 
they know them in every detail. However, to decide clearly which are "scientific" 
and which “unscientific,” which "scientific ones" contain "wscientific parts," 

and which “unscientific ones" contain “scientific parts" can be correctly done 

only after a very conscietious study. Another important point is that everything 
is in a state of constant development. What is considered "scientific" today may 
be proven "unscientific" tomorrow by actual practice. It is therefore necessary 
not only to study meticulously, but also tobe wary of lightly passing judgment | 
on the results of such studies. The way the "Resolution" of the CCP completely | 
negates all of Mao Zedong's theses of his later years is therefore open to question. 

Some of Mao Zedong's theses may have been presented in an inappropriate form, but 

is their spirit not worth our attention? I propose to institute at one of our 

universities as a special field of study the study of the works of Marx, Engels, 

Lenin, Stalin and Mao Zedong and of various Marxist factions, including Eurocommu- 

nism, and at the same time to set up a study group or research center for the study 

of Mao Zedong's works. There is such a study group for the literary works of 

Lu Xun; why is there no study group for the writings of Mao Zedong? 


Questions as to Mao Zedong's Theories on Political Construction 
Mao Zedong Never Presented a Comprehensive Theory on Socialist Construction 


Second, China and the CCP are at present urgently in need of a guiding ideology 
on socialist construction (including its political, economic, cultural, art and 
military aspects). Are the directives in Mao Zedong Thought not too insufficient? 
Aren't the most unscientific and defective ideas in Mao Zedong's works precisely 
in the field of socialist construction? 


As everybody knows, many theories and opinions in Mao Zedong Thought derive from 
the time of the new-democratic revolution or the time of the socialist transfor- 
mation. Many of Mao Zedong's most important writings were published during these 
two periods. As we look at them today, we find that one portion of them are still 
of practical significance. For instance, such basic principles as seeking truth 
from facts, the mass line, a world view and methodology of independence and control 
over one's own fate, can play a guiding role for a long time to come. But there 
are other ideas that are obviously outdated, no longer applicable and merely of 
academic interest. Following the three major transformations, Mao Zedong's impor- 
tant writings became fewer, although of course he still produced some important and 
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scientific theories and ideas. For instance, he wrote on how to strictly differen- 
tiate and correctly handle two types of contradictions of different character, he 
laid plans for China's industrialization and presented some tactical ideas on 
mobilizing all positive elements for construction, etc. However, all these theories 
and ideas cannot constitute a complete political design or economic design of 
socialism. That means, that although Mao Zedong lived and worked for 20 years 
after he proclaimed that China had entered the stage of socialism (1956), he did 
not leave the CCP or the Chinese people a set of theories on socialist construct 
tion, be it even in a less than complete and perfect form." 


Not only that, quite a few of Mao Zedong's ideas on socialist construction were 
erroneous, 


Let us first discuss Mao Zedong's ideas on socialist political construction. 


The Theory of People's Democratic Dictatorship Was Not the Sole Creation of Mao 
Zedong 


The CCP said: "By putting forward the thesis that the combination of democracy 
for the people and dictatorship over the reactionaries constitutes the people's 
democratic dictatorship, Comrade Mao Zedong enriched the Marxist-Leninist theory 
of the dictatorship of the proletariat. For 32 years since the founding of the 
PRC, this was the theoretical foundation for our construction, consolidation and 
strengthening of the people's democratic dictatorship which ensured the socialist 
revolution and construction."19 In actual fact, can Mao Zedong really claim inven- 
tor's rights for this theoretical creation, the integration of democracy and 
dictatorship? No, the idea of integrating democracy and dictatorship put forward 
by Mao Zedong in such writings as "On the People's Democratic Dictatorship" and 
"On the Correct Handling of Contradictions Among the People" came originally from 
Lenin. Lenin said: "The dictatorship of the prletariat, that is the transitional 
period to communism, for the first time offers democracy to be enjoyed by the 
people, a democracy to be enjoyed by the majority of the people, and at the same 
time exercises the necessary repression toward a minority, that is the exploiters.' 
"The overwhelming majority of the people are to enjoy democracy, but toward those 
elements who exploit and oppress the people, we shall exercise a powerful repres- 
sion. We shall not allow them to take part in the democratic life-—-this shall be 
our democratic system for the transitional period from capitalism to communism."20 
Lenin furthermore said that a state exercising the dictatorship of the proletariat 
"exercises democracy toward the exploited and repression toward the oppressors."21 
Very obviously, Mao Zedong's theory of the people's democratic dictatorship is 
merely a Chinese edition of Lenin's doctrine of the dictatorship of the proletariat, 
and the "copyright" for it must belong to Lenin. 


Mao Zedong's Theories on Class and Class Struggle Go to Extremes 


Mao Zedong's theories on classes and class struggle under the conditions of 
socialism also, most obviously, bear the imprints of Lenin's doetyines, but Mao 
Zedong extended Lenin's ideas on class and class struggle to extremes. Everything 
was pressed into the framework of classes and class struggle. This is a special 
feature of Mao Zedong's handling of the theory. He said: "We must use a class 
viewpoint and class struggle viewpoint, use the method of class analysis in all our 
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dealings and in all our analyses." Lin Biao developed this idea even further when 
he said: “If we do not regard as class and class struggle-related all and every 
kind of social phenomenon, we shall end up in confusing all affairs and confound- 
ing right and wrong. "22 This view of pressing everything into the pattern of 
classes and class struggle caused China to suffer many years of great political 
turmoil and ideclogical confusion. Anyone who raised a pot of flowers in his 
home or whose daughter dressed slightly more attractive was in danger of being 
labeled a: "bourgeois" and likely to be "struggled against" by the "proletariat." 
Injuries of this kind are of course insignificant compared with the grievous 
calamity inflicted on the state and the nation by extending doctrines of classes 
and class struggle to the extremes. 


Blemishes in Mao Zedong's System of Political Organization 


On the question of poiitical organization it is almost impossible to find anything 
in Mao Zedong's writings that ds somewhat correct and conforms with Marxism. 


In 1957, Mao Zedong said that one must not onesidedly stress either democracy or 
centralism. "Among the people there must be freedom, but there also must be 
discipline; there must be democracy, but there also must be centralism. The unity 
of democracy and centralism, freedom and discipline is our system of democratic 
centralism."23 However, China at that time and in actual fact had little democracy 
and a high degree of centralism. The series of opinions that Mao Zedong hater put 
forward about political organization showed even more clearly his preference for : 
"centralism" over democracy. What is “centralism"? In substance it is the central- 

ization of power, the centralization of state power. Centralization into whose 

hands? On the first administrative level it is centralization into the hands of 

the communist party. Mao Zedong said: "Of the seven sectors—industry, agriculture, 
commerce, culture and education, the army, the government and the party--it is the 

party that exercises overall leadership. The party is to lead industry, agricul- 

ture, commerce, culture and education, the army and the government."24 On the 

second administrative level power is centralized in the hands of the party secre- 

taries. This is what Mao Zedong meant when he said: "The big power is all arro- 

gated to ourselves, the small i is dispersed. What the party secretary decides 

has to be carried out by all."2> In other words. it is the so-called "unified 

leadership of the party." On the third administrative level, it i¢ the so-called 

"unified leadership of the party." On the third administrative level, it is the 

so-called leadership of the party committees, which in actual fact is the leader- 

ship of the first secretary. The so-called "“wified leadership" is actually a 

one-man leadership. It is the same in all party and government organs and all 

other departments. The "unified leadership" of the entire party naturally becomes 

the one-man leadership of the chairman of the party's Central Committee. In this 

kind of organizational system, where "the party exercises overall leadership," the 

"big power is all arrogated by the first secretary," and where this is furthermore 
supplemented by a system of life tenure for cadres and where there is no separation 

between party and government, the life of party and state is in a very abnormal 

condition. All over the country many little empercers are created, also a large 

number of medium emperors and then even one big emperor. Finally there is nothing 

left of socialist democracy and the fate of the party and the state are in jeopardy. 
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Mao Zedong's mistaken ideas on political organization had most harmful con- 
sequences for China's politics, economy, culture, art and other sectors. Even to 
this day these harmful consequences have not yet been completely eliminated. 


Problems in Mao Zedong's Theories on Economic Construction 


Let us now talk of Mao Zedong's theses on socialist economic construction. Mao 
Zedong put forward some theses concerning economic construction that stood the 

test of actual practice, such as reliance on one's own strength in construction, 
taking agriculture as basis in the development of the national economy, etc. 
However, in the 30 years since the founding of the PRC, Mao Zedong and the CCP 
have not produced a set of theories--be they even somewhat imperfect--on economic 
construction and have also not explored and created a pat:tern of socialist economy, 
It appears that Mao Zedong and the CCP in fact committed four serious mistakes 
with regard to economic construction: 


The Four Serious Mistakes in Economic Construction 


1. The Soviet economic pattern of the Stalin era was first regarded as the only 

applicable pattern and adopted wholesale, especially the Soviet idea of overmuch 
emphasis on the development of heavy industry. From top to bottom, the command- 

oriented planned economy and all economic agnenciies adopted this system without 

appraising its advantages and disadvantages. 


2. There was a lack of understanding of the rules of socialist development and 
no one promoted a spirit of developing production for the sake of improving the 
people's livelihood. 


3. The guiding ideology in economic construction was heftist deviationist, 
conspicuously manifested in blind and rash advances striving for quick results, 
but disregarding substantial effectiveness. 


4. Using the method of mass movements to run economic construction. 
Rash Leftist Deviationism and Violation of Objective Rules 


The mistakes in the four mentioned aspects made it difficult for China's economy 
to develop and brought extreme hardships for the Chinese people. Especially harm- 
ful was the fact that economic work under the leftist deviationist guidance vio- 
lated objective law, which had grievous consequences. 


The socialist transformation of agriculture, handicraft industry and the capitalist 
industry and trade, that began in 1953, was a considerable success. Although the 
cooperative transformation of agriculture and the transformation of handicraft and 
other industries as well as trade were all carried out at too rapid a pace as 

from the summer of 1955, there was not too bad an effect caused thereby. Later, 
however, due to the successful conclusion of the three great transformations, Mao 
Zedong and the CCP became arrogant and rushed blindly into new economic projects 
that in nature became more and more "leftist." 
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As everybody knows, the great leap forward, the launching of the satellite, the 
large-scale iron and steel making movement and the people's communes had all come 
about in this way. The great leap forward made the economy take a great leap 
backward. The large-scale iron and steel making movement resulted in a reduced 
output of iron and steel. The launching of the satellite brought a great disaster 
of hunger, edema and starvation to millions of people. The people's commwmes, 
established with the slogan "both great and public" [large in size and with a high 
degree of public ownership], were not at all effective in developing the produc- 
tive force, but on the contrary led to a serious breakdown in agricultural produc- 
tion. 


Over this fairly extended period of time, Mao Zedong and the CCP committed a serious 
mistake in their way of thinking, namely in their sweeping assumption that as long 
as the means of production are rendered public-owned, it is bound to create - 
advantageous conditions, that the larger the scope of pub’ ic-owned economy the 
better, and that the larger the degree of ‘socialization the better. But they 
completely ignored to consider whether public ownership of whatever means of 
production they were dealing with was appropriate for the conditions of the pro- 
ductive force, and whether such transfer to public ownership was in accord with 
objective law. Mao Zedong said: "We must break with convention, use advanced 
techniques to the utmost and in not too long a period of history build up our 
country into a modern powerful socialist state. The great leap forward that we talk 
about has this meaning. Is it impossible? Is this bragging and noisy boasting? 
No, it can be done. It is neither bragging nor noisy boasting. A look at our 
history tells us so."26 What did Mao Zedong mean when he spoke of a "break with 
convention"? He meant to break the objective law. Can this law be broken? To 
"break with convention," Mao Zedong thought out the method of mass ovement. He 
said: "To develop the iron and steel industry, we must launch a mass movement. 
All work_must use mass movements. Nothing can be accomplished without mass move- 
ments."*7 Can mass movements break the objective law? If the law is an objec- 
tive one, it means it cannot be changed by the will of man. Relying on subjective 
will alone in conducting affairs will result in playing a Don Quichote role on 

the economic battlefront, and, to borrow a phrase from Mao Zedong, "a look at 

our history will tell us so." 


In the "cultural revolution" Mac Zedong energetically advocated "grasp revolution, 
prompt production," "class struggle, once grasped, will be effective," "take class 
struggle as program; once it is grasped, everything will fall into place." Facts 
clearly show that revolution ruined the productive force, The program of class 
struggle was grapsed, but nothing fell into place. We see from all this that Mao 
Zedong's ideas on socialist economic construction, in its dominant aspects, were 
too leftist, violated the objective law, ran counter to the objective of production, 
namely to raise the livelihood of the people, and for these reasons his methods 
also ran counter to Marxism. Some said that Mao Zedong in his later years was 

still exerting efforts: to explore ways of socialist economic construction befitting 
the special conditions of China. If this talk can be believed, Mao Zedong's 
explorations were a fiasco. One of the reasons is that he violated the principle 
of seeking truth from facts, and another reason is that he rejected opinions from 
the public and clung to his own personal opinions. 
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Proposing "Uphold Mao Zedong Thought" is Open to Question 


China is at present in a new phase of its history and must carry out certain 
political and economic reforms. In politics the most important task is how to 
establish socialist democracy, how to use the reform of the political structure 

to ensure realization of democracy and to realize it to a high degree. In the 
economy the question that requires vigorous exploration is how to continue the 
economic readjustments and reforms and how to establish a Chinese-style economic 
pattern. Can all these political and economic reforms find any theoretical basis 
in the writings of Mao Zedong or in Mao Zedong Thought? Our analysis in the above 
shows very little in the way of correct theories. In the face of the new problems, 
the Chinese communists must rely realistically on independent reflections when 
seeking the answers to these questions. Some may say that it is the basic 
principles im Mao Zedong Thought that we must base our analysis and our considera- 
tions on. However, people find it difficult to see the difference between the 
basic principles of Mao Zedong Thought and the basic principles of Marxism. If 
this is so, do we still need to “uphold Mao Zedong Thought"? 


What About a Mao Zedong Thought That is Almost Devoid of Mao Zedong Ideas? 


People may perhaps say that Mao Zedong Thought is a developing ideology and that 
it is an important task of the present Chinese communists in the field of 
ideological and theoretical work to study the new conditions and find solutions 
for the new problems and in the course of this work enrich and perfect Mao Zedong 
Thought. This is true and should be done, in fact has to be done. From Peng 
Dehuai's ideas to those of Chen Yun, from Deng Xiaoping's ideas to those of Zhang 
Zhixin [1728 1807 2450]...all must be subjected to a summing up to enrich the 
crystallization of collective wisdom. However, if we still call this new ideo- 
logical chapter Mao Zedong Thought, wouldn't it be almost devoid of Mao Zedong 
ideas? 


There may also be people who say that every political party must have a guiding 
ideology. If the CCP does not have Mao Zedong Thought as its guiding ideology, 
will the party's movements not have lost its guideline? Actually, the venerated 
Master of the communist party is Marx, the guiding ideology of the CCP is there- 
fore Marxism. Mao Zedong said: "The CCP is the key force that is guiding all 
our undertakings, and Marxism-Leninism is the theoretical foundation for the 
guidance of all our thoughts."28 


Rather Than “Upholding Mao Zedong Thought" Let Us "Uphold the Experiences of 
the Chinese Revolution " 


Huang Kecheng [7806 0344 6134] criticized peophe who would not want to refer to 

Mao Zedong Thought: "Some comrades say it would suffice to refer merely to 
Marxism-Leninism. These comrades overlook the fact that Mao Zedong Thought came 
about as the integration of the fundamental principles of Marxism-Leninism with 

the concrete experiences of the Chinese revolution and that it is Marxism-Leninism 
developed in the practice of the Chinese revolutigq. It has special Chinese 
characteristics and ‘ts own independent content." I am not one of the "comrades" 
that the article refers to and have almost not overlooked the facts that Huang 
Kecheng talks about, but it is my opinion that we must note that the special 
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content of Mao Zedong Thought is of little usefulness in presentday China and 

that we may therefore well discuss whether it may or may not be referred to. If 

we don't refer to it, does it imply that we totally negate the special content of 
Mao Zedong Thought? No, there is an old Chinese saying: "Exhaustiveness is where 
no words are used." If we merely mention “uphold Marxism-Leninism," this would in 
fact comprise upholding che special content of Mao Zedong Thought, that is what the 
old saying means. In 1948, Mao Zedong himself expressed a very significant idea. 
"In August 1948, Comrade Wu Yuzhang [0702 3768 4545] prepared a speech for the 
opening ceremony at North China University and intended to change Mao Zedong Thought 
and callit Maoism. He also thought of proposing that ‘the main thing to be studied 
should be Maoism.' He wired Comrade Mao Zedong for his opinion and Comrade Mao 
Zedong wired back: “This terminology would be inappropriate. There is no Maosin, 
and it is not something that is 'the main thing to study.’ We must rather call on 
our students to study the theories of Marx, Engels, Lenin and Stalin and the ex- 
periences of the Chinese revolution. The “experiences of the Chinese revolution" 
mentioned in this connection also comprise all the small pamphlets that the Chinese 
communists (including Mao Zedong) wrote, based on the theories of Marx, Engels, 
Lenin and Stalin and the documents in which the Central Committee laid down its 
political line and policies."30 According to this opinion, expressed by Mao Zedong 
himself, rather than “upholding Mao Zedong Thought," we should “uphold the ex- 
periences of the Chinese revolution." 





To sum up, since there are divergent opinions (including Mao Zedong's) on the 
question whether or not to refer to Mao Zedong Thought, it is obvious that this is 
a question which deserves discussion, 


Mao Zedong Thought and Marxism-Leninism Must Not Be Juxtaposed 


If we come to the conclusion, after due study and thorough enquiry, that we still 
have to refer to Mao Zedong Thought, it is my opinion that it must not be 
juxtaposed with Marxism. The reasons are simple: 


The International Significance of Mao Zedong Thought is Far Below That of Marxism- 
Leninism 


In the development of Marxism, Lenin scored an outstanding achievement in that he 
advanced the theory, and proved it in practice, that socialism can be successfully 
established in a country which is not a developed capitalist country. This break- 
through had tremendous repercussions in human history and from the twenties until 
today aroused an intense conditioned reflex in the international commurist movement. 
For this reason many communists in the world rank Leninism on an equal footing with 
Marxism. Of course there are also some communist parties that do not refer to 
Leninism, but merely refer to Marxism. As to the international significance of 

Mao Zedong Thought, it seems far, far below that of Leninism. At one time Lin Biao 
engaged in a kind of canonization movement, saying: "Mao Zedong Thought is the 
Marxism-Leninism of the era that will see the complete collapse of imperialism and 
the victory of socialism over the whole world."3l These are two mistakes in Lin 
Biao's statement: one, that he misread the characteristic features of the time, and 
two, that he exaggerated the world significance of Mao Zedong Thought. Mao Zedong 
Thought has certainly not that supreme guiding effect on the present revolutions 

in the world that Lin Biao makes it out to have. It is therefore inappropriate to 
juxtapose it with Marxism and Leninism. 
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Respect Mao Zedong's Personal Opinion 


It was Mao Zedong's own idea that Mao Zedong Thought must not be juxtaposed with 
Marxism-Leninism. In 1961 Mao Zedong stated his opinion that Mao Zedong Thought 
must not be juxtaposed with Marxism-Leninism, and he furthermore laid down a 
concrete rule for the terminology to be used in newspaper propaganda: The term 
"study Mao Zedong Thought" may be used alone, but when used together with Marxisnm- 
Leninism, it should read: study Marxism-Leninism and study the writings of 
Comrade Mao Zedong. One must not write: study Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong 
Thought .32 This idea by Mao Zedong himself should be accepted and respected. I 
believe Mao Zedong objected to the juxtaposition of Mao Zedong Thought with Marxism- 
Leninism not for reasons of modesty, but due to an attitude of seeking truth from 
facts. 


In summary we may say that the term "Uphold Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong 
Thought" deserves to be subjected to some examination and in fact has to be 
examined. 
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CCP'S CHEN YUN CRITICIZES "“TTACKS ON INTELLECTUALS 
OW201°02 Hong Koc z AFP in English 0946 GMT 24) Nov 81 


[Text] Taipei, Nov 20 (AFP)--Chinese Communist Party [CCP] Vice Chairman Chen Yun, 
in a letter to Politburo members, urged them to stop "killing intellectuals like 
chickens," sayisg: "Let the people eradicate the dark shadows hidden in their 
hearts." Mr Chen reportedly wrote the letter on September 12, a copy of which 

has reached Taiwan. The English-language newspaper CHINA NEWS carried a summary 
on November 18 while the official CENTRAL DAILY published its full text today 


after checking with authorities concerned about its authenticity. 


The letter was distributed on September 20 by the CCP Secretariat to all senior 
cadres and general offices for study and discussion, according to nationalist 
Chinese intelligence sources. 


Mr Chen bluntly told members of the Politburo that he was against the decision 
to criticize the "capitalist liberalization trend." He said there had been too 
many political movements in China in the past 30 years, and that the Cultural 
Revolution nearly led the party to collapse. 


"The people are disgusted with the know-not-for-what political campaigns. Both 
members of the party and the masses are still wary of them," Mr Chen said. 


He said that the CCP was following the old path by first directing its criticism 
toward controversial literary products. He called the method a "dead alley 
that leads to nowhere." 


"Intellectuals were the target during the anti-rightist campaign. They were 
again the first victims during the Cultural Revolution. The chain reactions 
have caused us inestimable losses. Intellectuals have all become apathetic," 
Mr Chen asserted. 


He added that it was inevitable that literary works would have one kind of fault 
or another. "We should objectively analyze the cause of the faults,” he said. 


Elaborating, Chen said that during the Cultural Revolution, even cadres and the 
masses, let alone intellectuals, suffered from the persecution of the Lin Biao 
clique and the "gang of four.” 
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The intellectuals, who were the first ones to suffer, naturally want to give 
vent to their feelings, which, he said, was the primary cause behind the 
unintentional mistakes committed by authors of such works as "Bitter Love." 





"We all recognize this. However, we also condemn such works as damaging to the 
party's image and the nation's unity and stability needed for the four 
modernizations. I do not agree with that view," Chen said. 


"The mistakes of the Cultural Revolution cannot be attributed to Chairman Mao 
Zedong alone. Rather, it was the biggest mistake ever committed by our party. 
Now that we are determined to correct our mistakes, we should not be afraid of 
people revealing skeletons in the closet," he added. 


He said that if the CCP tried to cover up its mistakes, it would not be able to 
correct them. "The tail cannot be amputated if we are afraid of pain," he noted. 
Mr Chen said that the party should oppose capitalist liberalization, but it 
should be done primarily by education. 


"We should punish only those who openly act against the leadership of the party 
and the socialist system. But we must not kill intellectuals as if they were 
chickens," he suggested. 


Mr Chen said party leaders were picking on the wrong target to criticize 
controversial works like "Bitter Love" to show their opposition to capitalist 
liberalization. 


"We cannot force the people to have unshakeable confidence in our party under 
any circumstances. The party must win popular support with deeds. If our 
party continues to commit mistakes like the Cultural Revolution, we will be 
overthrown by the people," the party vice chairman warned. 


The major problem faced by the CCP is: party discipline. 


He noted that many party members, including cadres, were getting fuzzy about the 
world view of communism. "Their revolutionary zeal has declined, and their 
loyalty to the party has weakened. Some cadres have become new feudal 
bureaucrats lording it over the people. No wonder the people are disillusioned 
and worried," he said. 


"Frankly speaking, the Kuomintang (Nationalist Party) in Taiwan has learned its 
bitter lesson. Over the years the Kuomintang has made significant progress. On 
the other hand, some of our comrades are going back to .he old path of corruption. 
It is a big irony and insult to our party, Mr Chen further noted. 


Mr Chen stressed that the biggest contradiction in the country today lays within the 
party, not outside it. A mild approach will not do in dealing with such contradic- 
tions, he said, urging party chairman Hu Yaobang and strongman Deng Xiaoping to 

take cognizance of this. 


"I suggest that criticism against controversial literary works be reined in gradually. 
Let intellectuals regain their confidence in our party. Let the people eradicate 

the dark shadows hidden in their hearts. Then we may be able to proceed with our 
work smoothly," Mr Chen concluded. 
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PEOPLE OF TAIWAN CONSTANTLY FOUGHT JAPANESE RULE

[Text] On 17 April 1895, the Qing government signed the "Treaty of Shimonoseki," which 
surrendered the country's sovereign rights under humiliating terms. The treaty 
provided that the Qing government must cede "the whole island of Taiwan and all its 
subordinate isles," "and also have all castles, weapons, factories, and all publicly 
owned things and articles permanently ceded to Japan" ("Selected Data on History of 
China's Modern Foreign Relations," Vol I, Book 2). As the news spread, the whole 
country was chocked. Some partiotic intellectuals, through the use of literary forms 
such as poetry, quickly expressed their resentment against the Qing government for 
its cession of Taiwan. Six hundred and three imperial licentiates, headed by Kang 
Youwei and Liang Qichao, presented a memorial to Emperor Guangxu vehemently opposing 
the cession of Taiwan and advocated instead moving to a new capital to continue the 
war of resistance. 


Taiwan is an inseparable part of the motherland. The people of Taiwan in an especially 
furious manner, espressed their opposition to this act of national betrayal. The 
imperial licentiates of Taiwan origin in the capital were filled with righteous 
indignation. They submitted a petition to the Court of Censors to indicate that, as 
for the people of Taiwan, “instead of becoming captives of a surrendered territory 
while alive, they would rather die as righteous citizens [of China]," and "Taiwan's 
soldiers and people would be definitely capable of sacrificing their lives and 
unmindful of death." The day after the signing of the "Treaty of Shimonoseki," the 
people of Taiwan bitterly “sounded the gong [to pass on the message] and staged a 
strike in the market." They surged toward the office of the Taiwan governor general 

to protest the criminal conduct of national betrayal on the part of the Qing government. 
The people of Taiwan issued a proclamation concerning a war of resistance, calling 

upon everyone with the admonition that whereever he might run into persons like 

Li Hongzhang and others, "they are just traitorous officials and wicked sons whom 
everyone is entitled to do away with." He should therefore do so as a way of 

avenging Heaven and Earth as well as the nation's ancestors (The Historical Association 
of China, ed., "The Sino-Japanese War," Vol6). The people in the areas of Taizhong 
and Taiwan issued an oath that "this is our native land, and we are dutybound to live 
and die with it." Thus hundreds of the masses of the people there joined the 
anti-Japanese militia every day and were prepared at all times to "fight to the inish" 
against the Japanese invaders. 
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Not long after the signing of the "Treaty of Shimonoseki," the Qing government 
dispatched Li Jingfang, the son of Li Hongzhang, as a special envoy to Taiwan to 
handle the matter of Taiwan's cession. At the same time, an imperial edict was issued 
to have the office of Taiwan Governor General "Tong Jingsong immediately vacated, 

so that he may repair to the Court in the Capital." The big and small officials of 
Taiwan under him were also ordered to be evacuated to the interior step by step. 

An invitation was even shamelessly issued to the Japanese aggressors to dispatch 
military units to Taiwan in order to suppress the people's resistance there. 


The people of Taiwan have a glorious fighting tradition of expressing their love of 
the motherland the thier love of their native land. After the Japanese aggressors 
landed in Taiwan, the people of Taiwan quickly organized volunteer guerrilla units; 
thus the fire of resistance to Japan spread to almost the whole island. Moved and 
inspired by the patriotic enthusiasm of the people of Taiwan, Liu Yongfu, chief of 
the Black Banner unit garrisoned in Tainan, resolutely decided to undertake the 
heavy responsibility of leading a war of resistance. Liu Yongfu was a well-known 
general at the time of the Sino-French war; though he was now nearly 60 years of age, 
he still mounted the stage to swear his commitment of determination to unite with 
the people of Taiwan, to carry out a military-civilian joint defense, and thereby 
to resist the Japanese aggressors. 


The war of resistance on the part of the people of Taiwan was determined and heroic. 
Many anti-Japanese heroes surged forth in the course of the struggle. Among the 
most outstanding of these was Xu Rang. Xu Rang was a patriotic intellectual of 
Miaoli County. When Taibei fell and Japanese soldiers were moving toward Tainan, 

Xu Rang gathered the masses and issued a statement while in tears. He called upon 
"everybody to fight independently and every family to carry out its own defense, in 
order to support and coordinate with Lie Yongfu's Black Banner unit, to launch 

a head on attack against the Japanese invaders, and to live or die with Taiwan 
(Jiang Shanyuan: "Biography of Xu Rang"). After listening to Xu Rang's fervent 
presentation, various districts immediately selected able-bodied men to organize then 
into fighting units, and they elected Xu Rang as their leader. 


The most moving battle was the defense of Jiayi. In early October, the Japanese 

Army marshaled a large contingent of men to attack Jiayi. Xu Rang and Jiayi's 
defense commander, Wang Debiao, dug a tunnel to transfer mines to the area underneath 
the Japanese camp. At midnight the mines exploded with a roar, and as many as 700 

or more Japanese soldiers died as a result. The invaders became furious and began to 
attack the city madly. At this time, the defending soldiers and civilians were both 
hungry and tired and also outnumbered. Xu Rang personally mounted the city wal to 
command the fighting men; unfortunately he was thereupon hit by cannon fire and 
sacrificed his life. When the city of Jiayi was broken into, Wang Debiao died in the 
fierce battle. 


The Black Banner unit let by Lie Yongfu and other contingents of volunteers persisted 
in their war of resistance [despite] conditions whereby they lacked support in their 
isolated attempt militarily and suffered shortages of provisions and supplies 
economically. For this reason, Liu Yongfu repeatedly sent messengers to the interior 
to seek aid. This aroused the response of the vast ranks of the masses of people. 
Personalities in various localities submitted memorials to the authorities to ask 
that soldiers be dispatched to help the war of resistance in Taiwan. Some also 
thought of going to Taiwan personally ir order to fight shoulder to shoulder with 
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the anti-Japanese men and civilians led by Liu Yongfu and Xu Rang. But the Qing 
government issued strict orders disallowing any support or supplies form the interior. 
It also carried out an economic blockade against Taiwan's fighting men and civilians, 
with the result that Taiwan ultimately was occupied by the Japanese invaders. 


Taiwan fell, but the people of Taiwan were unyielding and indomitable; stories about 
their bloody battles and heroic struggles have moved people to songs and tears. 

With their indigenous firearms they resisted the modernly equipped Japanese invaders 
for as long as 5 months. Thus, in this aggressive war against Taiwan, the Japanese 
Army paid a great price, as the number of those killed or wounded in fighting, or 
sent back to their country because of illness amounted to more than 30,000. The 
Taiwan-invading Japanese Army's Imperial Guards Division commander, Prince Yoshihisa, 
also died of serious wounds in the battle for Jiayi. The anti-cession struggle of 
the people of Taiwan thus wrote a glorious page in the revolutionary history of the 
Chinese people, fully demonstrating the high spirit of patriotism on the part of 
China's sons and daughters.
